There could be no more appropriate cover subject for this 
issue - which focuses on the results of The Austin Chronicle 
Readers Music Poll and the South by Southwest Music Festival 
- than Roky Erickson. Both the poll and SXSW are of and about 
Austin. Roky Erickson is a connecting figure, from the Sixties 
music scene through the present. He is a creative force, a pro- 
found influence on a few generations of musicians, and a beloved 
Austin icon. Having photographer Will Van Overbeek, a longtime 
Austin notable, shoot him just adds resonance to the portrait. 

This issue, at least the poll, is authored by you, our readers. 
SXSW exists and flourishes because it is organically of Austin 
rather than being any kind of artificial imposition on it. This 
week of SXSW celebrates Austin, and all of us who are involved 
in both the Chronicle and SXSW appreciate that and love this 
city and its people. 

Last week's column offered two truisms about creative work. 
The first was "Go out and do it!" The only person, force, or 
situation stopping one from doing creative work is one's self. 
Sometimes it's procrastination, sometimes lack of confidence, 
often because the masterpiece you dream of creating is flaw- 
less compared to the actual work you create, and sometimes 
because one is just not ready to do really interesting work. 

I noted, "There are a million reasons you're not doing what you 
think you should. None of them is any good. You don't have the 
money to make the film you want to? Eigure out what you have 
and make that film. This isn't to promise you're going to be good 
at what you believe you'll be good at, or that you will love it. Many 
people find they have no skill or talent for their passion, and many 
are more interested in thinking themselves the artist (musician, 
writer, filmmaker) than in actually producing the work. 

"Everyone comes into his or her talent at different times. 
Some are prodigies; some grow into skill at an age-appropriate 
rate; some come into it very far along. ... But the only way to 
find out what you can and can't do, the only way to get better 
at it, is to do it." 

The other truism I stated in the column was "If what you're 
doing is unique, brilliant, unusually powerful, or significant, in 
almost any way, the whole purpose of the art-business world 
and media is to find you." The column went on to explain: "In 
others words, we are not consciously neglecting your work; we 
are not cliquishly disdaining, blindly ignoring, or ignorantly 
avoiding it. Instead, a critical part of our job and a significant 
part of our pleasure is to be out looking for it. ... Bands write 
in and bitch how they're being neglected. Eilmmakers wonder 



why they're not discovered. Novelists bitch about the empty- 
souled publishing houses. Some of this is accurate, but just as 
accurate is the opposite - how record companies, club owners, 
film producers, filmmakers, small publishers are all out there 
looking for new talent. " 

Einally, I concluded, "I hate to be the one to suggest this, 
but often if you get turned down, or ignored, or reviewed 
badly, it is because you're just not good enough yet. It is not 
a conspiracy against art, an attempt to suppress taste, that the 
established are scared of the new, critics only review what they 
know, or that you lack important friends in high places. It has 
to do with the quality of your work. " 

Mandy Mercier, a gifted songwriter and performer, wrote me 
a long, impassioned e-mail disputing my position. Some of it 
is excerpted below: 

"I think your position is a little disingenuous. People who 
are brilliant, try hard and make it therefore people who don't 
make it must either a) not be trying hard or b) not be that bril- 
liant. Or both. 

"So how do you explain Walter Hyatt, arguably one of the 
greatest musicians and songwriters who ever lived, who at 
the time of his death in the Valujet crash had a job delivering 
sandwiches on a bicycle (and was flying back from a gig on a 
cheap airliner because that's all he could afford? And he had 
a record deal)? ... Champ Hood, another unbelievably gifted 
singer and songwriter played hundreds of gigs a year, but most 
of them, because he was only able to earn a living and gain 
some measure of renown for his work that way, as someone 
else's sideman? Or Randy Thornton, a great R&B singer, who 
died of pneumonia because he wouldn't cancel a showcase gig 
figuring this was finally his chance at a break? Would you really 
say those guys weren't tryingl 

"We know about Blaze Eoley, whom Merle Haggard is now 
obsessed with, and whose song (Blaze's) Merle sang for Tammy 
Wynette's funeral. Merle never knew Blaze, they met once 
very briefly. Blaze always thought of Merle as inhabiting the 
pantheon he aspired to 'someday' but never 'made it' to. Blaze 
never got that far Arguably Blaze picked his battles and lost 
them, but Blaze died homeless and pretty much unknown (his 
well-deserved fame has snowballed many, many years after his 
passing). How does one judge, much less dismiss, the 'effort' of 
anyone - much less that of an artist, whose demons we usually 
can't even imagine (that's why we need their artistry)? 

"If talent and hard work (busting one's ass) were all there is 
to it, how do we explain away the lack of 'success' of people like 
these? Or Dana Cooper, who drives several hundred thousand 
miles a year to gigs and whose lyrics are on a par with the poetry 
of Yeats? Or Shake Russell, who got a postcard for his 5,000 
mile checkup when he'd already logged 30,000 gig miles in a 
couple of months, whose charisma rivals any movie star's and 
whose songwriting rivals George Harrison's? Or Conni Hancock, 



more beautiful than anyone on the red carpet at the Oscars (or 
the Grammy's) whose years-long steady gig is no more and is 
looking for a place to play regularly, after garnering a nomination 
to the Texas Music Hall of Eame? Or Jon Dee Graham, who is 
known to have driven to Corpus Christi, painted a house, driven 
back and played a gig that same night - Jon Dee who writes 
songs so masterful, it's as if God himself were talking with you 

- and just got dropped by his record label? 

"If your position were all there is to it, why would these 
people get relatively little recognition in proportion to their 
massive talents - while someone else can make millions being 
Britney Spears? 

"Your piece reminds me a little of the comment of someone 
I know, who's been married to a rich guy most of her adult life, 
and observed that people who were in dire straits 'ought to just 
go get a job.' Well, Republicans say that too. And many of them 
probably believe it's that simple. I do know it's uncomfortable 

- having seen it in close friends, firsthand - for a person to 
suddenly become famous and/or financially successful, when 
one has companions and colleagues whom one knows are also 
talented or 'deserving' (if that's the word), and who are still 
slogging away at a day job; it's very tempting to find a rationale 
for what can truly, simply, sometimes be a twist of fate. ... 

"Is Walter Hyatt's talent any less than Neil Young's, or 
Jackson Browne's? I revere the work of all three of them, but 
I don't think Neil or Jackson necessarily worked 'harder' than 
Walter Your piece is a good slap on the wrist for those who 
expect it to come easy. 

"But I don't really know very many of those people. ... 
Erankly, those are the people who tend to wash out. 

"As Townes said, 'Well, you have to get a guitar, or a piano. 
A guitar is easier to carry. And then you have to blow off every- 
thing else . . . your family . . . comfort . . . money . . . security . . . you 
have to blow off your ego. You have to blow off everything ... 
you'd be surprised how many people that discourages.'" 

I'm sorry to quote both last week's column and Mercier's 
letter at such length, but I think she makes some really 
excellent points, and I agree with so much of what she says. 
Unintentionally, she beautifully illuminates what I was planning 
to write about in this column, as a continuation of last week's. 

I don't think that anywhere in last week's column I talked 
about "making it" commercially or as a public success. I did 
make the argument that if you do significant, creative work, 
people will find you. Critics, publishers, record labels - the 
whole entertainment, artistic, and creative establishment - is 
always out searching for new talent. 

Making it is a very different thing: Achieving commercial 
success is radically different from earning recognition. Townes 
Van Zandt is an excellent example. Even as Van Zandt came to 
be a legend among songwriters, influencing a couple of genera-

tions, his records never sold. The 
most success he found was with 
other people covering his songs. 

Every talent Mercier mentions 
achieved some level of recognition 
- in most cases critical appre- 
ciation, respect, and admiration 
of peers, and even cult audiences 
ranging from the few to the many. 

Making it, living off your work, 
hitting the financial jackpot is very 
different from and much more 
capricious than earning recog- 
nition. Great talents often don't 
find success, for any number of 
reasons. Sometimes great, innova- 
tive, or important work simply 
fails commercially, despite the best 
efforts of those involved. On the 
other hand, how many talented 
musicians have put out a great 
album only to watch the label 
concurrently go out of business or 
the executive championing it leave, 
resulting in the work's receiving no 
support? Similar situations exist in 
every creative field. 

Some talents have no social 
skills and/or precious little idea as 
to how to promote themselves or 
whom to trust. The only example 
given above that I would argue 
wasn't germane is Blaze Foley, 
whom I knew in passing. A more 
self-destructive talent than Blaze 
doesn't come readily to mind. 
Frequently, in comparison (and 
only in comparison to Blaze), 
Van Zandt seemed to be a health 
nut. Toward the end of Foley's 
life, there was hardly a club in 
Austin that hadn't banned him 
from playing. 

People know that Mercier, 
Graham, and Hancock are talents. 
If you do the work and you have 
any kind of gift, you will earn appre- 
ciation in the creative community. 

But success, well, success is 
entirely different. Not only can it 
never be guaranteed (being com- 
pletely unpredictable), but as often 
as not it seems to reward the 
mediocre more than the inspired. 



Which leads me to the point 
of this column. The truisms are 
"Go out and do it" and "If what 
you're doing is unique, brilliant, 
unusually powerful, or significant, 
in almost any way, the whole pur- 
pose of the art-business world and 
media is to find you." 

But the inner gyroscope, the 
beating heart driving creativity has 
to be "Do the work because you 
love it." Fxpect no commercial 
rewards, no financial success. Do 
your work because you can't not 
do it. For a songwriter writing 
songs, a filmmaker making films, 
a painter painting is like breathing 
itself. There is no way to stop; you 
simply can't. If you do, you will 
die - or at least a significant part 
of who you really are will vanish. 

Creative work has to be its own 
reward. Obviously, almost every 
artist would like to live off of his 
or her work, if for no other reason 
than it gives them more time to 
work. One of the main tenets of 
SXSW is that there is a business 
to be learned - there are tools that 
will help you achieve success and 
control your work. There are no 
guarantees; in fact, there is nothing 
even close. At the end of the day, if 
your work fills your soul, that may 
be the most you can expect. But 
if it does, even without success, 
there occurs some kind of crucial 
human nourishment. 

To dance is to love is to live. Life 
promises you nothing more. 
□ 

Regularly, I state that SXSW is 
my favorite time of the year Some 
of this is because it is Austin amped 
up way past 10, to 11 or even 
higher. But more than anything, 
it is because of the opportunity to 
work with so many people who 
are so good at what they do and 
who care so much about it. This 
commitment is found at absolutely 
every level of SXSW and it makes 
the job more than just a pleasure 
and actually a time of reaffirmation 
and renewal. If I started to name 
people, there would be no way to 
stop. To all I say thank you. ■

Dissecting SXSW Band Names 

Dear Editor, 

In studiously reviewing the musical choices for 
this year's SXSW Music Eestival, I have noticed 
some interesting tendencies in nomenclature. Names 
describe what must certainly be traumatic, but nev- 
ertheless one imagines, real, life experiences of the 
band members - the musicians' attempts at Pop 
Art if you will. Lest you consider my analysis too 
esoteric, I encourage the reader to examine these 
tendencies directly. One cannot help but notice 



how noms de plume chosen by the various artists 
are almost Eibonacci-like, in that a definite pattern 
emerges from the chaos. 

Some of the groups seem to choose minimalist 
language when describing the relevant action (see 1). 
Juxtaposed against this, we find more indirect, per- 
haps disguised, uses of expression (see 2). As can be 
expected with any wide sampling, we find powerful 
examples of rhyme (see 3) and vociferousness (see 4) 
used for affect. Additional choices by the musicians 
seem to signify certain geographic locations underly- 
ing some sort of anatomical event (see 5); still others 
create a combine of sorts, blending the vociferous 
with the anatomical and a more regional geographical 
element (see 6). In a subtle nod to the geographic and 
anatomical themes, one discovers words of foreign 
derivation used to allude to both origin and organ 
- the apparent issues at hand for the particular artist 
(see 7). The specimens examined conclude where we 
began, with somewhat more direct imagery (see 8).

With a "howdy" to a live audience at the State Theatre, Al Franken officially launched 
Air America in Austin on Monday. The progressive talk format airs on KOKE 1600AM, 
which was among a group of seven local stations recently purchased by Houston-based 
Border Media Partners. "I love this city," Franken told the crowd. "I've been here less 
than 24 hours and I've already joined two bands." With the addition of Austin and a 
Dallas station scheduled to debut on Monday, Air America is now up to 50 affiliates 
around the country. "My goal is to keep growing until we're pretty much everywhere," 
said Franken. Border Media primarily focuses on Hispanic listeners, but "Air America and 
Austin are such a perfect fit, we couldn't resist," said Border Media CEO Tom Castro, 
who was the national deputy finance chairman of John Kerry's presidential campaign. 
He says KOKE will look to develop local shows, but "we don't have any grand plans, 
other than to have Air America as the foundation" for the station. - Kevin Brass 

Austin voters will have yet another chance to increase their taxes, thanks to a mea- 
sure on the May 7 ballot that would require Austinites who don't currently pay 
Austin Community College taxes to do so. Presently, Austin residents pay ACC taxes 
(or not) depending on their school district - Austin, Leander, Del Valle, and Manor ISD 
residents pay ACC taxes, but some others do not. The measure would require 
Austinites who live in Eanes, Pflugerville, and Round Rock ISDs to also pay the ACC 
tax rate of 10 cents per $100 of assessed value. In exchange for helping support the 
institution, those taxpayers would be eligible to pay in-district tuition rates.

The Austin-San Antonio commuter rail line is rolling down the tracks toward a federal 
grant application with public hearings in and around Austin this week. The quasi-gov- 
ernmental Austin-San Antonio Intermunicipal Commuter Rail District would 
make 14 stops between Georgetown and San Antonio, using the existing Union 
Pacific freight line. It could open as early as 2009 at a cost of $300 million, which 
the district estimates could rise to $600 million by the time the system reaches full

So now it's the Carole and Terry and Mike and 
Brewster Show 

The Toll Road-eo hasn't started until the fat lady 
sings, and Comptroller Carole Keeton Strayhorn 
chimed in on cue last week, delivering an "audit" 
of the Central Texas Regional Mobility Authority 
that reads more like a random issue of the National 
Enquirer. "Leave it to Carole," muttered a Chronicle 
colleague. "Ask her for an audit and she gives you 
a TV Movie of the Week." This week's thriller, 
released with the usual press conference head- 
lines, is formally subtitled "A Need for a Higher 
Standard," but brazenly flagged "WRONG WAY" 
in order to serve as a platform for Strayhom's anti- 
toll road diatribe. (See "Strayhorn Takes Toll on 
the CTRMA," p.32.) 

No doubt the CTRMA could 
use plenty of oversight, especially 
since it's the first of what promis- 
es to be a slew of these quasi-gov- 
ernmental road-building agencies 
across the state, and Lord knows 
Texas has a long tradition of pour- 
ing the concrete and spreading 
the cash with equal abandon. 
But Strayhorn doesn't even attempt to disguise 
the fact that the report is primarily a political 
document. The first section, "Double Taxation 
Without Accountability," is simply an attack on 
the state policy and legislative action that created 
the toll road plans and eventually the CTRMA. All 
six of the recommendations under that heading 
involve changing state law - including constitu- 
tional amendments. That raises the obvious ques- 
tion, does Strayhorn think the folks over at the 
RMA should now ramble down to the Lege and 
start lobbying to abolish themselves? 

Maybe she thinks state Rep. Terry Keel, who with 
Austin City Council Member Brewster McCracken 
requested the audit, has the Republican stroke to 



repeal Gov. Perry's toll road plan all by himself. 
In fact, the audience for this goat-and-pony show 
isn't Keel or McCracken or even the rest of their 
more malleable colleagues at the Capital Area 
Metropolitan Planning Organization. It's GOP pri- 
mary voters, whom the comptroller is hoping will 
turn to her as an alternative to Trans Texas Perry. 
In the meantime, maybe she'll figure out a way, in 
this era of "no new taxes," to go right on dispensing 
Suburban Republican Welfare: "free" highways.

The report also takes a passing shot at Executive 
Director Mike Heiligenstein, who rose to his cur- 
rent position after enthusiastic highway promo- 
tion at the Williamson Co. Commissioners Court, 
including votes to establish and create a board for

Council Notes 

Last week's City Council meeting 
came witli a bit of deja vu, as tine coun- 
cil confirmed its decision to commis- 
sion an independent study of the 
regional toll road plan. Although no 
specific firm had yet been assigned to 
do the job, Chief Financial Officer John 
Stephens reported on the search and 
said the main obstacle was the coun- 
cil's eagerness to get the study done 
quickly - the firms contacted so far say 
it will take (at least) three months. The 
consensus was that three to four months 
would have to do, and as Brewster 
McCracken put it optimistically, the 
study "still can make an important dif- 
ference because this is a time frame 
where we can always amend the [CAMPO] 
2030 [Mobility] plan if we have an alter- 
native for this region." The discussion 
was energized a bit by the release, the 
day before, of the comptroller's unflat- 



tering audit of the Central Texas Reg- 
ional Mobility Authority, and McCracken 
got in a couple of shots about wasted 
money and incipient corruption. (The 
hope remains to get some other agen- 
cy to kick in for the study, although the 
only public body with which Austin has 
significant stroke is Travis County.) 

During briefings, CFO Stephens also 
delivered an overview of the city's bond 
program, in prepation for the appoint- 
ment of a citizens' advisory committee 
that will develop a bond proposal later 
this year. Stephens reported that most 
of the funding from the 1998 bond 
election has been spent or will be with- 
in the next two years, and gave an over- 
all positive review of the city's bond 
prospects. He also presented several 
projections that would follow from the 
council's choices in proposing an 
increase of one to three cents in the 
property tax rate for any 2006 bond 
election. The council took no action, 
but members are in the process of 



recruiting citizens for potential appoint- 
ment to the CAC. 

Jan Stephens, of the city's redevelop- 
ment services office, briefed the coun- 
cil on applicants for city iiall's new 
restaurant space, an indoor-outdoor 
cafe to be situated at the corner of 
Second and Lavaca. The surviving 
applicant is Austin Java Company - oth- 
ers hesitated, and Apple Annie's with- 
drew its application because of a city 
requirement that the restaurant serve 
breakfast, lunch, and dinner (still a 
dicey Downtown proposition) - and the 
plan is the lease will be completed by 
April for operations to begin in August. 
After hearing from Rick Ingalls of Austin 
Java Company - several council mem- 
bers admitted to being regular custom- 
ers - the council voted to authorize 
staff to negotiate and execute a lease. 

There's no council meeting this week 
- no doubt in honor of SXSW - but 
there will plenty to do March 24.

Travis Co. Commissioners Ron Davis and Gerald Daugherty want to 
name the county courthouse after civil rights trailblazer Heman 
Marion Sweatt, whose legal challenge to the UT Law School's 
admissions policy led to the school's integration in 1950. On 
Tuesday, the duo called for a public hearing on their proposal. 
Sweatt, an African-American from Houston, became interested in 
attending law school while working for the U.S. Postal Service, where 
blacks were systematically excluded from supervisory positions. 
When his UT Law School application was rejected in 1946, Sweatt 
filed suit against the university, and his case went all the way to 
the U.S. Supreme Court, which ruled in his favor. - C.S. 

The Galindo Elementary Neighborhood Association made its case at 
the March 3 City Council meeting for curbing a planned eight-court 
expansion at the Soutii Austin Tennis Center. GENA President 
Scott Durgin reiterated the concern that additional courts would 
add traffic and impervious cover, and decrease mixed-use green 
space. GENA's Jessica Gordon announced the group is now joined 
by the South Central Coalition of Neighborhoods and the Austin 
Neighborhood Council in opposing expansion. Some tennis aficiona- 
dos are working to keep the ball in their court, however, saying the 
additional facilities, approved under a 1998 bond election, are 
needed. "Unfortunately, a few people who live close to the tennis 
center are opposing the plan and have mounted a large-scale cam- 
paign to halt the project altogether," reads the Austin Tennis 
Resource's (www.austin-tennis-resource.com) Web forum "Call to 
Action," urging members to contact City Council to support the 
expansion. Both sides are urging members to speak at next 
month's Zoning and Platting Commission meeting, where the pro- 
posal will be discussed further. - Wells Dunbar 

The UT board of regents voted to increase tuition at the flagship 
4.75% and to institute a flat-rate tuition policy designed to encour- 
age students to graduate faster. Currently, only 46% of students 
graduate within four years. Under the new tuition policy, all full-time 
undergrads will pay a rate equivalent to 14 course hours, or $3,523, 
no matter how many hours they actually take. However, the future 
of the policy is by no means assured - the regents' move came the 
day after the Senate Finance Committee introduced a measure pre- 
venting the University from raising tuition. Should the measure 
become law, UT may not be able to enact its policy this year, and 
UT students may not have to pick up that extra shift at the pizzeria 
quite so soon. - R.RM. 

Beyond City Limits 

The city of Houston enacted a smoicing ban last Wednesday, set to 
take effect Sept. 9. The new measure, slightly less restrictive than 
Austin's current ordinance, prohibits smoking in dining areas of res- 
taurants, covered bus stops, and taxis not designated as smoking; 
but not in restaurant bars, free-standing bars, outdoor dining areas, 
or designated smoking sections at public buildings. Mayor Bill White 
called the ban a compromise between restaurant and bar owners, 
and anti-smoking advocates who pushed for a ban in all public 
indoor spaces. The Houston Chronicle reports the Greater Houston 
Restaurant Association and the Houston Convention & Visitors 
Bureau supported the ban, while the American Cancer Society called 
it a disappointing appeasement to special interest groups, and 
Americans for Nonsmokers' Rights said it's the weakest ordinance 
enacted by a major city or state in years. The City Council did approve 
an amendment raising the maximum fine that can be assessed 
under the ordinance from $500 to $2,000 - to both patrons and 
business owners. White said he expects the council will review in 
18 months whether to ban smoking in bars. - Daniel Mottola 

Naked City previously reported on threats to the Gulf of Mexico eco- 
system posed by the construction of several new Liquefied Natural 

Gas facilities that use a controversial heating technique to return the 
LNG to a gaseous state ("Sucking, Spewing, and Burning," Dec. 31, 
2004). Open Rack Vaporization works by chlorinating and pumping 



100 million to 200 million gallons of gulf water per day over a sys- 
tem of pipes, then releasing it back into the gulf, contaminated and 
drastically colder. Last week, environmental groups in Alabama held 
public meetings opposing ORV use at a proposed Conoco Phillips 
terminal, set for construction 11 miles off the Alabama coast. The 
groups predict the terminal will severely impact a range of ocean 
life, destroying fish eggs, larva, and zooplankton, as well as nearly 
15% of the yearly Redfish harvest for Alabama and Mississippi. 
Three other gulf ORV terminals have already been approved; but 
environmental groups are asking regulators to mandate the closed- 
loop method, which heats the LNG with gas instead of water. See 
www.gulfrestorationnetwork.org or www.sierraclub.org. - D.M. 

In a March 3 opinion, San Antonio Federal District Judge Royal 
Furgeson overturned the death sentence of Kenneth Foster, con- 
victed as the getaway driver in the 1996 murder of Michael LaHood 
Jr. in Northern San Antonio. Foster was one of four implicated in 
the botched (and alleged) robbery attempt that led to LaHood's 
death. Foster, trigger-man Maurecio Brown, and two others had 
committed two armed robberies in the hours just prior to LaHood's 
murder; under the state's law of parties, all four could be held 
equally responsible for LaHood's death if the jury agreed on two 
things: that the men should have anticipated LaHood's death could 
result because they were engaging in dangerous behavior - i.e., 
armed robbery - and, that each man had participated substantially 
in the murder or in the murder preparations. Therein lies the trou- 
ble, Furgeson opined, because Foster's jurors were not asked at 
trial whether Foster actually intended that LaHood die. The ruling 
gives the state 90 days to either offer Foster a new sentencing trial, 
with a new jury, or impose a life sentence. It's likely, however, that 
the state will appeal to the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals. For

Environmental groups Public Citizen and the Lone Star chapter of 
the Sierra Club filed a lawsuit in federal court to bring East Texas' 
Welsh power plant into compliance with the nation's Clean Air Act 
and Texas environmental law. The 22-page suit, filed March 10 in 
the Eastern District Court of Texas, alleges that the Titus Co. plant 
regularly emits illegal amounts of particulate matter and carbon 
monoxide. The suit also says the plant has "made changes to the 
manner of [its] operation" without obtaining the relevant permit, or 
using the most environmentally sound technology, as mandated 
under the Clean Air Act. The suit stems from revelations made by 
the Environmental Integrity Project; last summer, EIP watchdogs 
urged the feds to take action after Bill Wilson, a former employee 
of Welsh's parent power division, American Electric Power's 
Southwest Electric Power Company, was fired for calling attention to 
the plant's problems. - W.D. 

Proving once again that el pueblo unido jamas sera vencido, Florida 
farm workers announced last week that Taco Bell has agreed to 
pay an extra penny per pound for fresh tomatoes. Florida tomato 
pickers, as well as student groups on college campuses including 
UT had spent three years urging consumers to boycott the burrito 
behemoth, the country's largest tomato buyer, as a way to push 
reform among tomato packers, which pay wages averaging about 
$7,500 per year based on the pounds of tomatoes a worker picks. 
In addition to the boycott, the coalition also worked to boot Taco 
Bell franchises from campus locations. The group that spearhead- 
ed the boycott at UT, the Student Labor Action Project, is celebrat- 
ing the victory, which came without the help of the UT Student 
Union board, which two weeks ago decided not to kick Taco Bell out 
of the union building as SLAP had proposed. - R.RM.

Labor and AISD Butt Heads Again 



The labor community is once again butt- 
ing heads with the perpetually cash-strap- 
ped AISD, after the district recommended 
that the board of trustees adopt a prevail- 
ing wage scale for skilled laborers that 
does not budget for benefits. "They're 
sending a message that despite the prince- 
ly benefit packages they all enjoy, they 
don't think that construction workers 
should enjoy the same," said Michael 
Murphy of the International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers. 

The dispute goes back several months, 
to when AISD was putting together the 
$519.5 million bond package that Austin 
voters passed in November. At the time, 
AISD planned to pay laborers for the $490 
million of construction work in the package 
based on a "prevailing," or industry aver- 
age, wage scale that hadn't been updated 
since 1988. Pointing out that the cost of 
living in Austin had increased a wee bit 
since 1988, the unions urged AISD to sim- 
ply adopt the federal wage scale that the 
state, city, and county already use. As a 
compromise, AISD agreed to put together a 
committee to survey local firms and devel- 
op their own, updated scale. 



The committee sent surveys to 1,900 
firms, and from the 262 that responded, 
determined average wages and benefits for 
journeyman workers (those with four years 
of experience) in Central Texas. For exam- 
ple, journeyman ironworkers average 
$16.97 in wages and $3.40 in benefits, for 
a total of $20.37 an hour. Taken as a 
whole, these average wages are actually 
higher than the federal scale. Or, as AISD 
might say, "Whoops." 

"They wanted to have a survey, then they 
don't like the results and don't want to live 
with the results of the survey," said 
Murphy, who served on the committee. He 
said the unions would still be satisfied if 
AISD simply adopted the federal scale. 

But the district doesn't want to do that. 
Instead, AISD wants to use its scale but 
only budget for average wages, exclusive of 
benefits: For example, AISD would pay con- 
tractors $16.97 per hour for ironworkers. 
According to Larry Throm, AISD's chief 
financial officer, this allows the district to 
get the most school for its bond dollar. 
"I'm looking after the citizens," he said. 
"We have a fiduciary responsibility to make 
sure that all the projects authorized by the

voters were completed. So to that extent 
we have to carefully monitor the expenses." 

Throm points out that funding benefits 
would add 13% to labor costs, or about $20 
million to the district's expenses; moreover, 
only a slim majority - 52.8% - of local firms 
provide benefits in the first place. 

But Conrad Masters, one of about 40 
laborers who attended the board meeting 
to voice their displeasure, said that siding 



with the 47.2% of businesses that don't 
provide benefits will have dangerous reper- 
cussions as competing firms bid to provide 
AISD construction services at the lowest 
price. "It will reward those employers who 
don't provide health insurance, and will 
encourage others to drop theirs," he said. 

The board will decide whom to reward on 
March 28.

Public Ed Bill Escapes 
THE House - Barely 

FIRST BAHLE IN LEGE S SCHOOLS PACKAGE IS CONTENTIOUS, 
NARROWBAND ROUGHLY PARTISAN iY AMY SMITH 



As public education advocates see it, one 
of the most frightening features of the 
school finance bill that limped out of the 
House last week is a provision that could 
spell the beginning of the end of public 
schools in Texas. This unraveling process 
would start by empowering the state educa- 
tion commissioner to turn over control of 
low-performing schools to private, for-profit 
companies. If the bill were in effect today, 
some estimates reflect that as many as 375 
school campuses would qualify as candi- 
dates for private takeover 

This is just one of the things about House 
Bill 2 that worries Rep. Mark Strama. The 
Austin Democrat had at one point consid- 
ered supporting the bill, if only because of 
the property-tax relief it would bring to peo- 
ple in his middle-income 
swing district in northeast 
Travis Co. But in the end, 
Strama concluded, "You 
shouldn't have to hold your 
nose to vote on the most 
important issue of the ses- 
sion." Strama had in fact gone back and 
forth on the bill until an hour before the 
second-reading vote last Wednesday eve- 
ning. He had spent the day wearing a look of 
visible anguish as he moved across the 
House floor, conferring with one senior col- 
league or another Every once in a while he 
would study a running stream of notes, or 
add a new entry, like this one: "Takeover of 
public schools by for-profit corporations . . . 
could affect several Travis County schools, 
including Connally HS, Johnston HS, Lanier 
HS, Reagan HS, McCallum HS." 




Strama credits the plainspoken advice 
he received from a former school superin- 
tendent. Rep. Bob Griggs, R-North Richland 
Hills, for helping him make up his mind. 
Griggs, one of only nine Republicans to 
vote against the GOP bill, shared similar 
wisdom with the entire House just 
moments before the vote: "This bill is just 
plain old junk food," he told members. "It 
provides that sugar rush immediately, but 
the funding falls apart after a very short 
period of time." 

Switched \btes and 'Rvisted Arms 

All things considered, no amount of fund- 
ing above the existing $3 billion in "new" 
money - which, if it materializes, will be 
sufficient only to return funding to 2003 
levels - could wipe out the 
concerns public school 
advocates have about plac- 
ing at-risk schools in the 
hands of for-profit compa- 
nies. The provision was 
troubling enough for the 
Republican-dominated House to nearly sup- 
port an amendment by Rep. Garnet 
Coleman, D-Houston, to remove the offend- 
ing language, and only some extraordinary 
maneuvering by the leadership allowed 
them to defeat Coleman's amendment. 
Houston Republican Martha Wong moved 
to table, but the amendment survived, 73- 
70. A few moments later. Speaker Tom 
Craddick abruptly identified four 
Republicans whose voting machines had 
"malfunctioned" - reversing their votes and 
tabling the anti-privatization provision. 




Of course, the only "malfunction" 
Coleman noticed was the arm-twisting used 
to scare up just enough votes to sink his 
amendment. "People across the board, 
regardless of party, are concerned about 
this," Coleman said a couple of days later 
"But sometimes people who agree with you 
are reluctant to push [voting] buttons." 

Coleman's beef with the private educa- 
tion companies - Edison Schools Inc. is the 
outfit most frequently mentioned, but there 
are others waiting in wings for Texas schools 
- is that they have a history of failing stu- 
dents while draining precious tax dollars 
from public schools. HB 2 provides the lat- 
est wrinkle to allow privatization in the 
door, via private charter companies. Because 
charter schools currently don't get state 
funding for facilities, the bill would essen- 
tially remove that financial hurdle by hand- 
ing existing facilities over to private corpora- 
tions. "This isn't a voucher for a child," 
Coleman says, "it's a voucher for an entire 
school." From a broader perspective, 
Coleman sees the bill as just another piece 
of the GOP's privatization puzzle, in Texas 
and nationally. "This is about the undoing 
of the social compact - the undoing of pub- 
lic schools, the undoing of Social Security, 



the undoing of Medicaid. They run their 
agenda and they run it hard." 

HB 2 now rests in the hands of the 
Senate, where Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst has 
promised to improve the bill and its equally 
controversial tax companion, HB 3, which 
was still stumbling at the gate early this 
week. Assuming the bills survive that pro- 
cess, the education package will go to con- 
ference committees to work out any differ- 
ences. Opponents of both plans express 
only a little hope of dramatic improvement 
down the line. 

A Mortgaged Future 

The litany of complaints against HB 2 
continues to mount from teachers, adminis- 
trators, school districts, parents, and other 
school advocacy groups - everyone involved 
in education, it seems, except voucher pro- 
ponents, the wealthiest school districts, and 
major business interests. The Coalition to 
Invest in Texas Schools, which represents 
organizations from every school district, 
defends its opposition to the bill with find- 
ings from a study by state demographer Steve 
Murdock. His oft-cited demographic indica- 
tors predict a lackluster economic future for 
Texas unless state leaders invest more dollars 
to close the academic gap between economi- 
cally disadvantaged students and their peers. 
The House leadership insists that the bill 
brings new money to public schools, but the 
Texas Federation of Teachers points out that 
the $3,000 teacher pay raise lawmakers 
added to the bill "is nothing more than a 
sham, part of an elaborate shell game that 
the teachers and school children of Texas 
have no hope of winning. " Critics point out 
that lawmakers have yet to identify the fund- 
ing source for the proposed raise and see it 
as little more than an empty promise - or a 
threat to other social programs that will be 
held hostage against the education bill and 
meet the axe when the appropriations bill 
finally hits the House floor ■

Nothing strikes dread in the heart of a 
Texas lawmaker the way passing a tax bill 
does, but House members did just that 
Monday. Republicans have promised a signifi- 
cant property tax cut for Texans, and that 
relief will come at its own price, both policy- 
wise and politically. House Bill 3 rolls a third 
off property tax rates and combines a one- 
cent sales tax increase, a reformed franchise 
tax, and various new taxes to raise the $5.4 
billion it will cost to provide a 50-cent tax cut 
in most school districts. Republicans who 
campaigned on the property tax issue have to 
hope they do a better job than Democrats did 
back in 1997. When then Gov. George W. 
Bush declared the need for property tax relief, 
the House overhauled the tax code, the 
Senate proposed a more modest version, and 
the lobbyists went to work. Law-makers didn't 
find a middle ground by the time the session 
ended, and Bush ended up offering $1 billion 
in tax relief in the form of a $10,000 home- 
stead exemption approved by voters. Some 
Republicans say that exemption was squan- 
dered with unnecessary tax increases by local 
government, including school districts.

Despite anti-gambling activists' best 
efforts, industry lobbyists are keeping the 
gaming issue very much alive in the Lege. 
Last week. Sen. Ken Armbrister, D-Victoria, 
added his bill to a growing number of propos- 
als to generate new revenue through expand- 
ed gaming options. Framed as property tax- 
relief legislation, SB 1326 would authorize 
counties to set elections on the question of 
creating county districts for slot machine oper- 
ations. Armbrister's bill calls for revenues to 
go toward reducing property taxes or toward 
local health care needs, water infrastructure, 
and transportation. Like others who have filed 
gambling-related legislation, Armbrister has 
received political contributions from gambling 
interests. According to state Ethics Commission 
records, campaign donations made to 
Armbrister late last year included $2,500 
each from the Alabama-Coushatta Tribe of 
Texas and the Kickapoo Indians for 
Democracy, and $7,500 from Big City Capital, 
a Nevada-based concern run by Billy Bob 
Barnett, founder of Billy Bob's Texas in Fort 
Worth. Meanwhile, a new nonprofit - Let the 
Voters Decide - has formed to help take the 
heat off lawmakers who support gambling, but 
don't want to vote for it. - Amy Smith 

Sen. Jeff Wentworth, R-San Antonio, is 
doing Democrats the favor of taking the lead 
on a bill that would place redistricting mat- 
ters in the hands of an outside citizen panel. 
The group would include an equal number of 
Democrats and Republicans, though it's uncer- 
tain whether the GOP leadership would sup- 
port that aspect of the plan. - AS. 

On March 9, Rep. Harold Dutton, D-Hous- 
ton, joined by Rep. Suzanna Hupp, R- 
Lampasas, and Sen. Juan Hinojosa, D- 
Mission, filed companion bills (HB 2418 and 
SB 1195) that seek to ban law enforcement 
use of the so-called "consent search" during 
traffic stops. Consent searches occur when 
an officer lacks probable cause or any other 
legal justification to conduct a vehicle search, 
but still asks the driver's permission to do so. 
Critics of the practice argue that the discre- 
tionary power is linked to racial profiling. A 



statewide review of data from more than 
1,000 law enforcement agencies conducted 
by Austin-based Steward Research Group 
revealed that three out of five law enforce- 
ment agencies statewide reported asking 
black and Hispanic motorists for consent to 
search at rates far higher than they did for 
white motorists, yet without a correspondingly 
higher rate of contraband seizures. So far, 
four states - Hawaii, Minnesota, Rhode 
Island, and New Jersey - and the California 
Highway Patrol have banned the practice.

The Senate Finance Committee voted 
March 9 to accept an amendment to the 
state Appropriations Bill (SB 1) authored by 
Sen. Tommy Williams, R-The Woodlands, 
which would divert $5 million in funding from 
the state's Family Planning Program for 
low-income women to unspecified nonprof- 
its that offer women "alternatives to abor- 
tion." That means giving state funding to right- 
to-life crisis pregnancy centers, says Peggy 
Romberg, CEO of the Women's Health and 
Family Planning Association of Texas. 
Unfortunately, the centers are not licensed or 
regulated, nor do they actually offer any medi- 
cal services. Currently, the funding is dis- 
persed among 100 licensed medical provid- 
ers - including the city of Austin, Planned 
Parenthood, and various medical schools. If 
the rider survives, it would leave at least 
16,000 low-income women without any repro- 
ductive health care - including annual physi- 
cal exams, and screenings for breast and cer- 
vical cancers and sexually transmitted diseas- 
es. "There is no excuse for taking money out 
of women's health care" and handing it over 
to "anti-choice" counselors, Romberg said. 
"What this is going to do is leave women with- 
out health care, which is going to lead to 
unintended pregnancies - and some of them 
will be aborted." - J.S. 

Proponents of publicly funding vouchers 
to pay private school tuition tend to promote 
their plans as a nice way to help poor stu- 
dents trapped in underperforming public 
schools. Take HB 12 by Rep. Frank Corte - it 
funds a voucher pilot program in the six larg- 
est school districts in the state, but only stu- 
dents at low-performing schools would be eli- 
gible for vouchers of up to $6,400. Limiting 
the program to students at "failing" schools 
sidesteps the unpleasant question of whether 
the real agenda of voucher proponents is to 
do away with public schools entirely, as many 
in the education community fear. But with HB 
3042, Rep. Debbie Riddle cuts to the chase - 
she wants the state to pay private school 
tuition up to $5,500 a year for all Texas stu- 
dents, no matter their families' incomes. She 
says her plan would save the state $1,000 a 
year for each student who takes advantage of 
the vouchers, plus the competition would 
make every school work harder and educate 
the children better. "So the state saves 
money, student performance increases, and 
the low-performing schools see their ratings in- 
crease," Riddle said in a statement. "School 
choice really is the most efficient way to 
improve all aspects of our education system." 
Apparently she hasn't heard that students in 
regular public schools are currently outper- 
forming charter schools - the state's existing 
experiment in school choice - on standard- 
ized tests. - Rachel Proctor May 
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AND THEY'RE OFF! 



With the filings officially closed last 
week, the City Council election cam- 
paign is now rolling in earnest, with the 
field for all three seats a bit more crowded 
than anticipated. The circuit of community 
forums and endorsement meetings is also 
heating up; last week Place 1 
front-runner Lee Leffingwell 
continued his sweep of the orga- 
nizational endorsements, as did 
Place 4 incumbent Betty 
Dunkerley. In the much more 
hotly contested Place 3, Margot 
Clarke picked up an endorse- 
ment from the South Austin 
Democrats, and a day later the 
Austin Women's Political 
Caucus endorsed both Clarke 
and Mandy Dealey. 

Probate Court Clerk Scott 
Williams - under the motto 
"Put service back into public 
service" - added his name to 
the Place 1 ballot on filing day. 
Steven Adams did not - he 
missed the 5pm filing deadline, 
but later announced that he 
intends to continue running, as 
a write-in candidate. That leaves 
Leffingwell - supported thus far 
by every local political caucus 
that delivers endorsements - facing Adams 
and four other ballot-listed candidates: 
Andrew Bucknall, James Paine, Casey 
Walker, and Williams. 

Leffingwell is by far the best-known, 
most recently for his several years of ser- 
vice on the city's Environmental Board, 
and groups ranging from the Sierra Club 
to the Central Labor Council have 
announced their support for his cam- 
paign. He's taken some low-profile heat, 
in fact, for effectively becoming the 
"establishment" candidate because sev- 
eral prominent developers - Beau 
Armstrong of Stratus, Perry Lorenz, 
Tim Taylor, Bill Espey, and several oth- 
ers - show up as "solicitors" on his cam- 



paign finance filings. Asked about that 
last week by the South Austin Democrats, 
Leffingwell answered that there is no 
such thing as an "authorized solicitor," 
and the filing category only reflects those 
people who personally chose to collect at 
least $500 in individual 
($100 limit) contributions 
for his campaign. In any 
case, "I don't accept any 
funds with any strings 
attached," Leffingwell said, 
and his supporters can 
expect "no promise, favor, 
consideration, or vote" in 
return for their contribu- 
tion. (It was a response 
readily echoed by every 
other candidate.) 

Adams has been a 
Libertarian candidate for 
several offices in the past, 
and on the ballot might 
have represented a conser- 
vative voice - marginalized 
by write-in status, he will 
have to be content to use 
his city-subsidized ACTV talk 
show to rail against high 
taxes and tolls. Of the rest, 
Eastside neighborhood activ- 
ist Andrew Bucknall is the most politically 
experienced, and at a campaign forum last 
week he emphasized his work with neigh- 
borhood organizations, his long Austin fam- 
ily history, his social-service career, and his 
single parenthood as giving him the best 
range of qualifications. "I'm your progres- 
sive candidate," he told the South Austin 
Dems. Paine, Walker, and Williams are get- 
ting their feet wet for the first time in city 
politics, and none appears sufficiently 
familiar with specific city institutions or the 
local political landscape to present much 
of a challenge to Leffingwell or Bucknall. 

On the issues, with the exception of Adams' 
generic anti-tax, anti-immigrant sentiments, 
the candidates are pro-environment, anti-

toll roads, pro-neighborhood and affordabili- 
ty, suspicious of corporate subsidies, and 
in favor in general of all kinds of nice things. 

The Place 3 race is almost the 
reverse from Place 1, in that all four 
candidates have considerable public 
experience and any two could make the 
likely run-off. Margot Clarke, defeated 
two years ago in a race with Brewster 
McCracken, was the initial front-runner, 
but subsequent endorsements around 
town have likely spread the field, making 
the race too close (and too early) to call. 
Like Clarke, the others - Mandy Dealey, 
Jennifer Kim, Gregg Knaupe - all have 
roots in Democratic and progressive poli- 
tics, and all say they'll defend Austin's 
neighborhoods, environment, small busi- 
nesses, affordability, and so on. 

The Place 4 race altered most visibly in 
the final filing week, as incumbent Betty 
Dunkerley and perennial candidate Jenni- 
fer Gale were abruptly joined by three late- 
filers: Libertarian Wes Benedict (who 
jumped from Place 3), Elysium nightclub 
owner John Wickham, and Austin public 
library employee Phillip Byron Miller. 
Dunkerley would have cakewalked to victory 
against Gale alone; with four opponents, 
including the relatively well-known Benedict 
and single-issue candidate Wickham 
(against the smoking ordinance), it's now 
at least possible that she could face a run- 



off. Both Benedict and Wickham reportedly 
jumped into the race because of differenc- 
es with Dunkerley over the proposed smok- 
ing ordinance. Miller is a novice, more than 
a little vague on the institutional details. 

At a South Austin Democratic caucus 
forum last week, the candidates ran 
through the predictable variations - barely 
distinguishing themselves - on the high- 
profile city issues: development, toll roads, 
mass transit, affordability, single-member 
districts, corporate subsidies. Wickham, 
who had just joined the Place 4 race, didn't 
show, and in his absence there was nary a 
mention of the smoking ordinance. (That 
should change over the next several 
weeks, and may have an unpredictable 
effect on turnout and the vote.) On the 
question of subsidies, only incumbent 
Dunkerley - who has wrestled with the 
issue over the last couple of years - gave 
a particularly nuanced response. She said 
the city's incentives programs are a short- 
term response to regional job loss in the 
wake of the high tech collapse, and that 
they are all based on performance: "If the 
companies don't deliver what they promise, 
they don't receive the incentives." 

This far out, it would appear that the 
Place 1 and Place 4 races will continue to 
turn on experience; in Place 3, it remains 
too early to guess where the divisions 
will fall. - Michael King 



Battling the Toxicity of Coal-Burning Power Plants 



Another day, another battle with the forces of toxic evil. 
Such is the lot of environmentalists, who last week won a 
major battle when SB 131, the president's "Clear Skies" 
bill to revamp the Clean Air Act, died in a U.S. Senate 
committee. Republican Lincoln Chafee of Rhode Island, 
independent Jim Jeffords of Vermont, and all the 
Democrats in the committee opposed Clear Skies because 
it would extend deadlines for plants to meet clean-up tar- 
gets until 2018; eliminate New Source Review, which 
requires that plants invest in modern pollution controls 
when they expand; set relatively low limits for emissions of 
nitrogen oxide, sulfur dioxide, and mercury; and not 
address carbon dioxide emissions, the main culprit in glob- 
al climate change. 

The victory, however, merely shifts the ball into the court 
of the Environmental Protection Agency, which this 
week will finalize new rules regulating mercury emissions 



in coal-burning power plants. Mercury is a proven neurotox- 
in with a long-ass shelf life: It builds up in the food chain, 
and gets into humans through tuna sandwiches, fish 
tacos, and other seafood delights. When eaten by preg- 
nant women, it causes brain damage and birth defects in 
developing fetuses. 

Now, Texans love their fetuses, but not enough current- 
ly to protect them from unnecessary IQ loss through mer- 
cury exposure. Texas is responsible for 11% of the 
nation's mercury emissions, much of it in "hot spots" 
around coal-burning plants in East Texas. (For Austinites, 
the closest source of mercury is San Antonio's three coal- 
burning plants at Calaveras Lake; a fourth plant is cur- 
rently in the permitting process.) The "hot spot" factor 
makes environmentalists particularly irate that the EPA 
rules would allow plants to "trade" mercury emissions, 
allowing less-polluting plants to sell allowable pollution 



"credits" to heavier-polluting ones. "That would allow utili- 
ties to simply buy their way out of clean-up," said Karen 
Hadden of the Sustainable Energy and Economic 
Development Coalition. 

No matter which way the EPA rules go, some Texans 
are trying to fight mercury on their home turf. Sen. 
Judith Zaffirini, D-Laredo, and Rep. Eddie Rodriguez, 

D-Austin, have filed bills (SB 1623 and HB 2577, respec- 
tively) that would require coal-burning plants to reduce 
mercury emissions to 10% of 2002 levels by 2008. And 
while the bills would allow facilities to trade sulfur dioxide 
and nitrogen oxide, they would prohibit mercury trading. 
Also, HBs 1878 and 1879 by Rep. Jessica Farrar, D- 
Houston, would require grocery stores to post warning 
signs and allow toxin tests at seafood counters, so that 
women hoping for a Baby Einstein will know when to lay 
off the hamachi rolls. - Rachei Proctor May 
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STUDY CALLS MEDICAL MALPRACTICE 'CRISIS' INTO QUESTION 



Could it be that the so-called 
medical malpractice "crisis" 

that led our fearless state law- 
makers to enact sweeping tort 
reform changes last session was 
actually a sham? Or that the rea- 
son medi-mal insurance rates 
have continued to skyrocket - ris- 
ing a whopping 135% from 1999 
to 2003 - has more to do with 
insurance company profits and 
less to do with any increase in 
claims, civil litigation, or those 
dastardly "frivolous" lawsuits? 
Hold your hat because, according 
to the results of a groundbreaking 
study released last week, it just 
may be that the crisis you thought 
was out there was really no crisis 
at all. Indeed, in the new study, a 
team of four legal scholars from 
three major universities - includ- 
ing two UT law professors - con- 
clude that the rise in medi-mal 
insurance rates has more to do 
with the nature of the insurance 
business, and economics in gen- 
eral, than it does with the civil liti- 
gation system. 

"We find no evidence of the 
medical malpractice crisis that 
produced headlines over the last 
several years and led to legal 
reform in Texas and other states," 
researchers Bernard Black and 



Charles Silver from UT, along 
with David Hyman of the 

University of Illinois and William 
Sage from Columbia University 
write in the new study. "The rapid 
changes in insurance premiums 
that sparked the crisis appear to 
reflect insurance market dynam- 
ics, largely disconnected from 
claim outcomes." 

The researchers analyzed 15 
years worth of closed-claim data 
maintained by the Texas Dep- 
artment of Insurance, which 
show that - contrary to the claims 
of the American Medical 
Association and certain Chicken 
Little legislators - the number of 
claims, value of claims, and rate 
of claims per physician have "all 
remained constant or declined 
over the last decade." Indeed, the 
researchers determined that the 
number of large claims (those 
more than $25,000) remained 
constant between 1991 and 
2002, while the number of small 
claims dropped. Moreover, the 
amount of money paid out on 
claims, or awarded by jury, also 
remained constant and in some 
cases dropped, and the rate of 
claims per 100 Texas physicians 
dropped from 6.4 (during 1990- 
92) to 4.6 (during 2000-02). 



Additionally, the report concludes 
that malpractice claims account- 
ed for just 0.6% of all health care 
spending in 2002. Ironically, the 
researchers note that because 
Texas lawmakers "enacted only 
limited medical malpractice 
reforms" during the 15 years 
studied, the state offers a "good 
laboratory to study an 'unre- 
formed' jurisdiction." 

Unreformed no more, thanks to 
last session's tort reform pack- 
age, which reduced access to and 
capped awards from the civil jus- 
tice system based largely on the 
claim that plaintiffs and their greedy 
lawyers had somehow hamstrung 
the insurance industry's ability to 
provide reasonable coverage for 
doctors. While litigation spending 
did rise modestly over the 15 
years studied, the researchers 
concluded that the rise was driv- 
en primarily by an annual 4.4% 
increase in defense costs. In 
short, the researchers conclude, 
tort limits are "unlikely to prevent 
future insurance crises." The study, 
titled "Stability, Not Crisis: Medical 
Malpractice Claim Outcomes in 
Texas, 1988-2002" will be pub- 
lished in the July issue of the 
Journal of Empirical Legal Studies.

The Latest Litigation 'Crisis' 

With Gov. Rick Perry's support, tort reformers are confident of 
chalking up another major victory this session - this time with legisla- 
tion targeting the so-called "asbestos litigation crisis" in Texas. 
The high-priority agenda item for the GOP leadership would zap "base- 
less" claims that clog court dockets and lead companies to bankrupt- 
cy, say supporters of recently filed legislation. "Frivolous lawsuits are 
wreaking havoc on our system and our economy and the quality of life 
here in Texas," said Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst, before introducing the 
bill's sponsor. Sen. Kyle Janek, R-Houston, at a press briefing last 
week. SB 15, said Janek, would "make sure that the people who 
have been hurt ... will have their day in court." Under the bill, only 
people who are seriously ill from inhaling asbestos or silica fibers 
would be considered legitimate plaintiffs. However, time limits would 
be expanded to allow individuals to file claims should they later 
become ill from prior exposure to asbestos or silica fibers. 

From a political perspective, the bill is designed to hit trial lawyers 
in the pocketbook and thus shrink a valuable campaign funding 
source for Democratic candidates. At the other end of the spectrum, 
the efforts of Texans for Lawsuit Reform have been shown to ben- 
efit insurance companies and large corporations, thereby guarantee- 
ing a steady flow of dollars to the Republican Party. 

The Texas Trial Lawyers Association has two words for the tort 
reformers: "Asbestos kills." As proof, TTLA points to federal criminal 
indictments issued last month against W.R. Grace and Co. and seven 
of its former and current executives. They stand accused of "knowing- 
ly and negligently" exposing 200 employees - since deceased - to 
asbestos-contaminated minerals at the company's mining operations 
in Libby, Mont. TTLA also challenges the reformers' claims of a litiga- 
tion crisis in Texas, noting that only 1,338 individual asbestos-related 
claims have been filed in the state since September 2003, while 
some 35,000 older cases are moving through the system toward res- 
olution. Just for comparison purposes, the group cites the Texas 
Office of Court Administration's records on the number of pending 
divorce and family law cases as of Aug. 31, 2004. At that time, the 
number stood at 233,658. - Amy Smith

TOLL ON THE GTRMA 



On March 9, state Comptroller Carole 
Keeton Strayhorn took her official shot 
at the Central Texas toll road plan, in 

what was nominally an audit of the 
Central Texas Regional Mobility 
Authority. Released with Strayhorn 's usual 
fanfare, the "special report" is subtitled "A 
Need for a Higher Standard," and features 
a garish color cover illustrated by road 
signs announcing the report's "Wrong 
Way" judgments of the CTRMA: "Double 
Taxation," "Loose Management Practices," 
"Favoritism and Self-Enrichment," and "Lax 
Expenditure Controls." As Strayhorn sees 
it, the Regional Mobility Authority, appoint- 
ed by regional county commissioners with 
the approval of the Texas Transportation 
Commission - the first of several planned 
RMAs around the state - is an ill-con- 
ceived and -executed agency, marked by 
organizational deficiencies, inadequate 
accountability to voters, and insufficient 
safeguards against corruption. Moreover, 
Strayhorn's audit found what the report 
describes as sloppy management practic- 
es, apparent "favoritism and self-enrich- 
ment" in the appointments to the RMA, 
excessive budgeting for marketing, and 
instances of lax expenditure controls (e.g., 
sloppy handling of expense accounts). 

CTRMA Executive Director Mike Heilig- 
enstein released a brief statement in 
response to the report, and said the agen- 
cy would issue a more formal response 
after it had a chance to analyze the audit 
in detail (within 30 days). He firmly reject- 
ed Strayhorn's charges of ethical violations 
and conflicts of interest, and described the 
report as "riddled with inaccurate, outdated 
and erroneous information. CTRMA has 



stringent financial, ethical and procedural 
processes in place, including an 11-step 
financial review process for each of our 
expenditures. CTRMA is saving Texas tax- 
payers $200 million and building needed 
roads years ahead of schedule." 

Strayhorn's report was in response to a 
Sept. 2004 request for an audit of CTRMA 
from Austin state Rep. Terry Keel and 
Austin City Council Member Brewster 
McCracken, who have been on the short 
end of several votes approving the regional 
toll road plan at the Capital Area Metro- 
politan Planning Organization. Keel and 
McCracken wrote to Strayhorn with what 
they called "extreme concern" over the 
amount of money involved (eventually $2 
billion) in planned road projects, the lack of 
direct oversight authority governing the 
CTRMA, and various news reports describ- 
ing the agency's considerable public rela- 
tions budget. 

Much of the report's detail reiterates 
charges against the plan and the CTRMA 
made by toll road opponents or previously 
reported in the media. Indeed, it begins by 
denouncing the entire conception of the 
Texas plan and its "conversion" of some 
freeways to toll roads, twice quoting Stray- 
horn: "Comptroller Strayhorn has repeated- 
ly said, 'the redesignation as toll roads of 
roads already constructed, under construc- 
tion or funded through traditional means, 
such as the gasoline tax, is double taxa- 
tion.'" It's not clear what the CTRMA - a 
sub-authority created to carry out road con- 
struction programs enacted by the Legisla- 
ture and locally approved by CAMPO - is 
supposed to do about that Strayhorn com- 
plaint. In recommendations aimed rather

generally at the Legislature and the gover- 
nor, the report calls for changes in state 
law to prohibit conversion as well as 
requirements by the Texas Department 
of Transportation - inconsistently 
enforced against CAMPO - of making 
regional allocations of state road construc- 
tion money contingent on the planning of 
regional toll roads. 

The rest of the report's findings are 
more specific and result in particular rec- 
ommendations about CTRMA's opera- 
tions. The audit charges the agency with 
insufficient contract management, and 
the most inflammatory charges are 
against two members of the CTRMA 
board. Because of real or perceived con- 
flicts of interest, Strayhorn calls for the 
resignations of board chair Robert Tesch 
and member Johanna Zmud. Tesch has 
extensive and valuable real estate hold- 
ings near Highway 183-A, the first project 
undertaken by the authority (indeed, 
groundbreaking on the new toll road just 
happened to occur on the same day 
Strayhorn released her report). Zmud is 
partner in a business (NuStats) that has 



performed subcontract work for TxDOT 
(apparently a violation of TxDOT rules). 

The report also complains that Heiligen- 
stein, as a Williamson Co. commissioner, 
voted to create the CTRMA and to appoint 
several board members, prior to his 
appointment as executive director: "Thus 
one of the persons responsible for creating 
CTRMA," reads the report, "found himself 
in the authority's top position." 

In his brief response last week, Heiligen- 
stein defended the agency and its person- 
nel. "CTRMA has passed every financial, 
procedural and ethical test," he said. "There 
are no conflicts of interest involving CTRMA 
Board Chairman Bob Tesch or CTRMA 
board member Johanna Zmud. As part of 
the appointment process they have each 
undergone a thorough review of their quali- 
fications and background, passing every 
leadership and ethical test." The CTRMA's 
press release also pointed to Heiligenstein's 
"record of public service in Central Texas," 
and noted, "He was hired by unanimous 
consent of the Travis and Williamson 
County CTRMA Board of Directors."

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Up From the Slime - Commissioners 
Push for Water Quality Rules 



It arose from the slimy, green algae tainting the once- 
clear waters of Lick Creek, striking fear in the hearts of 
developers as it oozed toward the Travis Co. Commission- 
ers' Court. It was ... the Travis County interim water 
quality rules! 

Last week, county commissioners were poised to vote on 
a set of interim water quality rules governing commercial 
developments and residential subdivisions larger than 20 
acres in unincorporated parts of the county. But after a 
frenzied week of meetings with terrified landowners, com- 
missioners instead voted to adopt a 90-day freeze on 
applications for new developments. Nevertheless, the 
debate over the now-dead interim rules set the stage for 
the battle over the permanent ones to come. While the 
rules were not entirely inspired by the Lick Creek algae 
bloom that has been infuriating county residents in recent 
weeks - the push for some kind of county-level regulation 
dates back at least to last fall, when the county decided 
against a development moratorium favored by environmen- 
talists - the creek, and its sludge, casts a long shadow 
over the discussions. Even the developers arguing against 
the rules agreed that overenthusiastic fertilizing and poorly 
executed pollution controls in the neighboring West 
Cypress Hills subdivision had mucked up the creek, and 
Pet. 3 Commissioner Gerald Daugherty returned time 
and time again to the algae bloom as evidence that inac- 
tion is no option. "I think that what we have in place is 
inadequate," he said. "I'm not happy with the status quo." 

Even if everyone agreed that the county needs to do 
something, however, consensus on the best "something" 
to do was predictably elusive. 

The interim rules, as initially drafted, combine ele- 
ments from city of Austin water quality rules, the Lower 
Colorado River Authority rules governing pollution in Lake 
Travis, and the Texas Commission on Environmental 
Quality regulation of the Edwards Aquifer. They require 
developers to meet either TCEQ or LCRA rules during 
construction, to reserve buffers (strips of undeveloped 
land) around sensitive environmental features, and to 
install pollution controls that remove 70% of sediment 
and certain pollutants from the runoff of a completed 
development. The rules were to be "interim" because 
the commissioners are waiting for the results of three 
separate regional planning processes to shape their per- 
manent rules. Meanwhile, however, the county doesn't 



want developers to rush every scrap of county land into 
the development pipeline so they can be grandfathered 
out of whatever commissioners finally come up with. This 
is what inspired Pet. 2 Commissioner Karen Sonleitner 
to push for a rapid vote last week; and it's the logic 
behind the 90-day freeze. "I've reached a tipping point," 
she said. "This morning we had 443 acres come through 
the commissioners court. Two weeks ago it was the 
same thing. It just keeps marching on." 

But in the meeting Daugherty held with developers and 
environmentalists Wednesday to try to reach a compro- 
mise, the developers argued that the interim rules, hastily 
thrown together as they were, were sloppy and duplicative 
of existing regulation. After all, argued landowner Ted Stew- 
art, plenty of rules already exist; the problem is that no 
one is enforcing them. "If we don't have enforcement now, 
what will adding another layer of rules do?" he asked. 

A lot, said County Attorney Tom Nuckols: If the county 
wants to be able to step in to battle the Creature from the 
Poorly Engineered Subdivision when the TCEQ and LCRA 
won't, the county needs its own regulations. But on top of 
the enforcement issue, the developers also complained 
that by pulling bits and pieces of regulation from so many 
sources, the county had created a regulatory hodgepodge 
worthy of Dr. Frankenstein. Everything would be simpler, 
suggested engineer Hank Smith, if the county simply 
adopted TCEQ or LCRA rules wholesale for now, and left 
the mixing and matching for the permanent rules, which 
will be put together at a more leisurely and well-thought- 
out pace. 

But taking that route would also be a huge boon for 
developers. The reason? Buffers - the city requires them; 
LCRA and TCEQ don't. When land is left in its natural 
state as a "buffer" around streambeds or other sensitive 
features, it can filter sediment and pollutants from runoff 
before it reaches the water supply. But it also means 
developers can fit fewer houses on any given piece of 
property, and that cuts into profits - especially since home 
sites with proximity to riverbeds or dramatic (but erosion- 
prone) hilltop vistas fetch the best prices. As Wednesday's 
discussion turned from enforcement to buffers, several 
landowners argued that requiring buffers would dramatical- 
ly devalue their property. That prompted an outburst from 
engineer Lauren Ross, who attended the meeting to sup- 
port the rules. 




"I'm hearing the very same people say that these ordi- 
nances are duplicative and unnecessary, and that they will 
affect property values," she said. "I'd like to point out that 
they can make one argument or the other, but not both." 

Just as developers can't support a plan with buffers, 
Ross said environmentalists can't support a plan without 
them. ("That's the one thing you've got in these rules that 
makes a difference," she said.) Developers prefer "engi- 
neered" pollution controls, such as man-made ponds that 
collect sediment, because they don't affect how many 
homes you can put on a property, but Ross argued that 
poor installation or maintenance render them notoriously 
ineffective. Everyone at Wednesday's meeting agreed, for 
example, that the Lick Creek debacle was largely the result 
of improperly erected silt fences. And because the commis- 
sioners have long indicated that impervious cover limita- 
tions are off the table, environmentalists insist on buffers 
as the only other reliable protection. 

While Tuesday's vote skirted this impasse, it really just 
prolongs the commissioners' agony, as the high-stakes 
debate over interim rules now becomes a really-really-high- 
stakes debate over permanent ones. It's a debate that will 
no doubt entail a good deal of ugliness for many southwest 
Travis Co. stakeholders - even those without a Swamp 
Thing in their creeks. - Rachel Proctor May 



Wal-Mart Construction Request Stalled 
Due to Environmental Concerns 

The Environmental Board - leery of another controversy over a Wal- 
Mart and recent evidence of construction silt runoff issues at another 
nearby retail construction site - has shuffled a routine cut-and-fill (slope 
excavation) request for the proposed North Austin Wal-Mart superstore 
to the Environmental Board's Bull Creek Watershed subcommittee. 

Attorney Richard Suttle, who represents the Wal-Mart at Rock 
Harbour, had the misfortune the previous week of following some rath- 
er compelling evidence before the Environmental Board of silt issues at 
another retail construction area. That's a real "no no" for the board, 
ever-cognizant of the Jollyville salamander. And company representatives 
had to admit they had done little study of the project's impact on the 
golden-cheeked warbler, which is protected on nearby preserves. 

Wal-Mart has ramped up its own policies on environmental protection, 
Suttle said, taking a "zero tolerance" stance on construction violations. 
Despite Suttle's assurances that Wal-Mart would hire a full-time on-site 
environmental manager to oversee construction issues such as the pro- 
tection of critical environmental features. Environmental Board members 
were concerned enough to send the proposal off to the Bull Creek 
Watershed subcommittee. The subcommittee will meet this Thursday to 
consider possible impacts of a proposed Travis Water Treatment Plan 
near FM 2222 and RR 620. - Kimberly Reeves 



Why Bush Flip-Flopped 
on the Issue of Mexican 
Nationals on Death Row 

The timing of last week's Executive Order 
requiring state courts in Texas and elsewhere to 
review the death penalty cases of 51 Mexican 

nationals was probably designed to ease upcom- 
ing talks between Mexican President Vicente Fox 
and U.S. Secretary of State Condoleezza Rice. 
But that didn't totally explain why President Bush, 
whose disdain for international law enforcement 
perhaps equals his support for executions, flip- 
flopped on enforcing the World Court of Justice's 
finding that the U.S. had violated the Vienna 
Conventions on Consular Relations and that, 
therefore, the death-sentenced inmates were enti- 
tled to review of their cases. 

A week later, another motive for Bush's pro- 
nouncement emerged. On March 7, Rice informed 
the United Nations that the United States "hereby 
withdraws" from the Optional Protocol to the 
Vienna Convention on Consular Relations. What 



this means is that although the U.S. will continue 
to comply with the provisions of the treaty requir- 
ing that any foreign national arrested outside 
their home country be informed of their right to 
contact their nation's consulate, the U.S. no lon- 
ger accepts the jurisdiction of the World Court to 
enforce the agreement. 

According to a March 10 Reuters news report, 
the withdrawal from the protocols was triggered 
by the World Court's recent, adverse ruling. "We 
didn't want any more of them," State Department 
spokesman Richard Boucher was quoted as saying. 

It's still unclear how the president's maneuvering 
will impact a related Texas case currently before 
the U.S. Supreme Court. Jose Medellin, a Mexican 
on death row, has asked the U.S. Supreme Court 
to enforce the World Court order. Oral arguments 
are scheduled for March 28, but Medellin's attor- 
neys have asked the court to postpone action 
until Texas courts hold the required hearing. 
Texas Attorney General Greg Abbott's office 
opposes the request, asserting that neither the 
World Court nor the president can tell Texas 
courts what to do. - Rita Radostitz

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Lawmakers Pitch Income Tax, School Finance Reform Plan 



Two lawmakers used last week's ongoing 
debate over school finance as a well-timed 
opportunity to pitch an income tax plan to pay 
for public education. The press conference drew 
only scant attention from media reps and other 
legislators, but that's the sort of uphill challenge 
that income tax proponents have come to 
expect. While the issue has predictably failed 
to catch fire in the public arena, Rep. Eddie 
Rodriguez, D Austin, and Sen. Eliot Sliapleigli, 
D-EI Paso, insist there's growing support for 
the measure both in and out of the state 
Capitol. Members of the League of Women 
Voters of Texas appeared at the press confer- 
ence to throw their support behind the propos- 
al, and more endorsements are expected to 
drift in over the next couple of months. 

"I'm amazed by the variety of people who 
tell me privately that they like my income tax 
plan," Rodriguez said, referring to his proposed 
legislation (HB 90), which he admits has virtu- 
ally no chance of passing out of the House 
Public Education Committee. 



Undaunted by the grim prognosis, Rodriguez 
and Shapleigh vowed to keep pressing their 
arguments throughout the school finance 
debate. The issue is gaining popularity among 
some teachers' groups, as well as realtors 
whose livelihoods would benefit from the 
property tax reductions that would follow the 
creation of an income tax. 

Critics of both the education bill and its 
tax companion (HB 2 and HB 3, respectively) 
say the current package would provide 
benefits to homeowners and upper-income 
residents while failing to address equitable 
funding for schools. "What this debate should 
be about is great schools, not lowering 
property taxes for the wealthy," Shapleigh 
said. The El Paso senator says he's been 
selling the income tax idea to a growing num- 
ber of receptive audiences across the state. 
The existing tax system, he said, "is outdated, 
terribly regressive, and inadequate to educate 
our children."

BUSH'S TOOTHLESS 
'OVERSIGHT' BOARD 

For public officials who get caught making 
a mess of a government program, the first 
rule is to obfuscate and procrastinate - and 
if that fails to deflect public outrage, rule No. 
2 is to appoint an advisory committee. 

This is what George W. has now done about 
the mess at the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion, an agency set up as a watchdog over 
drug makers and others - but has now become 
a lapdog of the industries it's supposed to 
oversee. Last fall. Bush and his FDA appoin- 
tees were embarrassed by news that such 
widely used pain pills as Vioxx, Celebrex, and 
Bextra had been allowed on the market by 
the FDA, even though top agency officials and 
the drug makers had known for some time 
that taking these pills dramatically increases 
the risk of heart attacks and strokes. 

Initially, the White House tried to get away 
with rule No. 1, ducking and dodging the 
problem by declaring that it was an isolated 
incident and was being handled internally. 
But the criticism from the public, the media, 
and the Congress was not abated by this 
obfuscation, so now Bush & Company have 
announced the creation of - Ta Da! - The 
Drug Safety Oversight Board. 

"Oversight" sounds powerful ... except that 
Bush's board is strictly advisory, is made up 
entirely of science officials from within the 
Bush administration (no independent experts 
allowed), comes with no new money for the 
essential task of doing more drug testing, 
has no independent authority to force the 
withdrawal of dangerous drugs, and does 
nothing to loosen the FDA's tight ties to the 
big drug companies. 

What we have here is nothing but a PR 
stunt - or, as Public Citizen's director of 
health policy puts it, "a cruel hoax" on the 
endangered public. 

How embarrassing that the Bushites now 
say the FDA must have an advisory board 
to warn patients about unsafe drugs. Hello, 
George: That's what the FDA itself is sup- 
posed to do. Why not fix the agency, rather 
than create a toothless board? 
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PREACHING DEMOCRACY 
WHILE DRIFTING TO 
AUTOCRACY 

The problem for U.S. presidents who jump 
on their moral high horse and gallop around 
the world loudly lecturing other nations' 
leaders about freedom and democracy is 
that their presidential practices back here in 
America are often the exact opposite of what 
they're preaching to others. 

George W., our present preacher-in-chief, 
recently went on a highly publicized moral- 
izing mission to Russia, where he publicly 
scolded President Putin for imposing anti- 
democratic measures on that country. Fine 
- Putin's autocratic tendencies are abomina- 
ble. But then George got caught up in assert- 
ing his own moral purity, declaring: "I'm per- 
fectly comfortable in telling you our country 
is one that safeguards human rights." 

Well, yes, Americans certainly have a 
strong belief in that, and we've been striv- 
ing for that ideal for two centuries - until 
BushCheneyRumsfeld & Company arrived. 
They have been energetically pushing 
America backward on human rights, ranging 
from insisting that the White House has a 
right to torture war prisoners to using federal 
police and the military to shut out and shut 
up Americans who protest Bush's policies. 

Filled with moral piety, however, George 
continued his democracy lecture, saying: "I 
live in a country where decisions made by 
government are wide open." What an absurd-

DOWNTOWN STAKEHOLDERS RAISE QUESTIONS ABOUT POLICING ... THE POLICE BY JORDAN SMITH 




arch 2004 was not a flattering 
month for the Austin Police 
Department, nor for Austin's 
image as a mecca for arts and entertain- 
ment, the self-proclaimed "Live Music 
Capital of the World." During a two-week 
period, police made two high-profile and 
controversial busts. About 2:30am on March 
18 (first night of the annual SXSW Music 
Festival), officers arrested three members of 
the Grammy Award-winning L.A. band 
Ozomatli outside club Exodus on East Sixth 
Street, where the band was just finishing its 
set with a rousing, signature march outside 
to the street. According to the arrest report, 
the band refused a lawful order to stop play- 
ing, a scuffle ensued, and fearing a potential 
"riot," police hauled three band members to 
jail, charging one with felony assault on a 
police officer 

Thanks to the mob of journalists in town 
for the conference, news of the arrests made 
national and international news. In the 
aftermath, the Ozomatli bust was not only a 
legal mess, but a public relations disaster for 
the APD, in large part because the police on 
the scene failed to fully assess the situation 
before leaping to enforce the city's noise 
ordinance. Had they done so, they likely 
would've seen the Austin Eire Department 
marshal standing near the club door The 
club was overcrowded; in an attempt to 
avoid a potentially deadly problem, the fire 
department, club management, and band 
had determined to use Ozomatli's signature 
show-closing samba line to safely lead fans 
out of the club. 

A week later, on March 29, just down the 
road, on the edge of the city's Warehouse 
District, police arrested actor Jason Patric 
(in town for the premiere of the movie The 
Alamo), charging him with public intoxica- 
tion and resisting arrest. Arresting officers 
said Patric defied a lawful order, "mocked" 
an officer, and pulled away from handcuff- 
ing. News of the arrest earned Austin a spate 
of unflattering headlines - one newswire 
report called the APD the "Blue Meanies." 

In each case, Austin police argued that 
they were simply doing their job, enforcing 
the law without favoritism. "We aren't going 
to just let bands, no matter what the event 
is, come out onto the street and walk up 
and down Sixth Street," Assistant Chief 
Cathy Ellison said after the Ozomatli inci- 
dent, as though the brief street-music alter- 
cation were instead a war over turf. "The 
crowds would never leave. There are times 
when we just have to have a zero tolerance." 
Chief Stan Knee made much the same 
defense of the Patric arrest, telling the 
Statesman that he believed that arrest was 
"lawful [and] consistent with the zero-toler- 
ance policy we have Downtown." 

In retrospect, other APD observers con- 
sider the two incidents merely an inevitable 
product of training problems endemic within 
the department and with the way it polices

the city's various Downtown hotspots - 
especially the city's primary party zone. East 
Sixth Street. "The Ozomatli [incident] was a 
prime example, and it was not an isolated 
incident," says one former APD officer who 
worked Sixth Street "for years." When he 
was on the beat, he recalls, "We talked things 
down a lot more." Now, police on Sixth 
often overreact, he believes, "and are not 
sitting back and appraising the situation. 
[They're] acting on emotion and not think- 
ing." His criticisms are shared by several 
local defense attorneys (who regularly deal 
with the legal fallout of Sixth Street confron- 
tations). Downtown business owners, other 
police, and some folks at City Hall. Too 
often, they say. Sixth Street has become a 
place patrolled primarily by young officers 
with aggressive attitudes who don't under- 
stand how to operate in the unique, enter- 
tainment-oriented environment. 

The critics point out that other cities - 
most notably New Orleans - with similarly 
rowdy, urban party districts, are apparently 
able to police those areas without the flare- 
ups that have become too familiar in Austin. 
Earl Bernhardt, who owns the Tropical Isle 
bar on Bourbon Street in the Erench Quarter, 



comments that in his experience with Austin 
police, "If you stagger, then you're drunk; 
and if you're drunk, you're going to jail." 
Bemhardt's family business for several years 
owned a Tropical Isle location on Sixth 
Street (in a building owned by now Mayor 
Will Wynn), before it closed in the late 
Nineties. By contrast, he says, "In New 
Orleans, if you're drunk and you're having 
fun that's fine - that's all part of it. The cops 
here have a more tolerant attitude. It's a 24- 
hour party place, and the police understand 
that. . . . Tourism is our bread and butter; if 
you don't take care of that, it will disap- 
pear." That's what critics of police practice 
on Sixth Street fear the most: that the city 
will develop a reputation for aggressive, 
overreactive policing in its entertainment 
areas that will eventually scare musicians, 
filmmakers, conventioneers - and their 
money - away. 

Local police officials - and, to a lesser 
extent, officials at City Hall - disagree. 
Austin police use the "safest, softest" 
approach possible when patrolling Sixth 
Street, says APD Assistant Chief Robert 
Dahlstrom. He adds that's not always easy 
in an environment fueled by alcohol and 



machismo. His perspective is echoed by 
Mayor Wynn. "At any given time there are 
100 cops working with tens of thousands of 
young people, many of them intoxicated," 
says Wynn. "Alcohol and testosterone are 
not always a good mix. " 

That argument suggests that the problem 
on Sixth Street is primarily one of percep- 
tion - a perception slowly changing as the 
street itself changes. Efforts to remake the 
street's image, years in the making, have 
recently taken a recognizable shape with the 
addition of new residential properties, the 
completion of the convention center expan- 
sion and the new Hilton hotel, an influx of 
new retailers, and the creation of the East 
Sixth Street Public Improvement District. 
Downtown stakeholders have long desired a 
better mix of businesses on the street that 
would attract a more diverse crowd of 
patrons - notably, an older, more affluent 
crowd to balance out the large number of 
college students that visit the street at night. 
"Eor years now, we've been talking about 
doing more with Sixth Street," said Wynn. 
"Eor me, that means a daytime presence 
that complements the nighttime presence."

Yet there are those who support the make- 
over plans who still wonder if a structural 
face lift is all that is needed to mend what 
they consider the ailing relationship among 
the street's stakeholders, patrons, and the 
police. More specifically, they wonder 
whether Sixth Street can actually reinvigo- 
rate its image without a major attitude 
change at APD. 

Zero Tolerance 

It didn't take long for the charges to be 
dropped in the Ozomatli and Patric arrests. 
In each case, independent witness testimo- 
ny, as well as videotapes of the incidents, 
contradicted the testimony of the officers, 
causing prosecutors to conclude that the 
cases were not viable. County Attorney 
David Escamilla determined that Patric had 
not resisted arrest and that police could not 
even prove he'd been drunk. (In January, 
Patric filed a civil rights lawsuit against APD, 
currently pending in federal district court.) 
Much the same happened in the cases 
against the Ozo Three. If the band hadn't 
been eager to put the whole mess behind 
them, there is little doubt they could have 
won in court, based on several different 
videos and numerous witness accounts, 
which together reflected that the police 
account was inaccurate. 

Critics point out that the Ozo and Patric 
busts were only two of many similar police 
confrontations - but since the majority of 
such incidents don't involve celebrities, 
they rarely make the news. "There are a lot 
of cases that people just don't pursue," 
said one former APD officer. "This is just 
the tip of the iceberg." Gary Bledsoe, a 
local attorney and head of the state chap- 
ter of the NAACP, said he's received 
numerous complaints about police action 
on Sixth Street, has defended more than 
one aggrieved citizen against criminal 
charges, and is currently representing 
another in a civil rights suit against the 
city and the APD. Bledsoe adds that his 
knowledge of such cases "goes well beyond 
professional experience."

In Bledsoe's most recent personal brush 
with the Sixth Street police detail, in the 
early morning hours of Dec. 31, police 
shocked Bledsoe's stepson, Mehcad Brooks, 
with a stun gun, and charged him with 
resisting arrest, after Brooks allegedly 
refused to comply with an officer's order to 
move from the street and onto the curb. 
According to an affidavit filed by Officer 
Joshua Marquez, Brooks violently resisted 
the officer's polite requests to move, forcing 
Marquez to deliver a jolt from his stun gun 
and take Brooks to jail. (In the process, 
Marquez also shocked several other officers 
with his Taser-brand stun gun.) As in the 
higher-profile cases. Brooks' account of the 
confrontation contradicts the official story: 
According to Bledsoe, Brooks was standing 
next to the curb talking on his cell phone 
when police approached, and as a result 
had no idea that the officer had asked him 
to move. When Brooks didn't immediately 
reply, Marquez and several other officers 
became physically aggressive, pushed Brooks 
onto the curb, stunned him twice with a 
Taser, and then pepper-sprayed him before 



arresting him. At press time, Escamilla' s 
office had yet to file a case against Brooks. 
(Any case will likely not be helped by the fact 
that in January, Marquez was suspended for 
30-days for improper use of his police baton 
in a separate, unrelated incident.) 

None of the Sixth Street stories surprise 
Guillermo Gonzalez, who defended Latisha 
McFadden, now 29 years old, against a 
charge of assaulting a police officer during a 
parking lot scuffle in July 2000. (Bledsoe is 
currently representing McFadden in a civil 
rights suit alleging excessive use of force.) 
McFadden's story sounds familiar: Five offi- 
cers attacked, pepper-sprayed, tackled, and 
then hog-tied her after she ignored an offi- 
cer's request to stop yelling at an acquain- 
tance as she walked to her car from Sixth 
Street. Released from jail, McFadden was 
treated for bruises and a sprained ankle. She 
filed a complaint with APD's Internal Affairs 
division, but the detectives cleared the offi- 
cers of wrongdoing. Yet a Travis Co. jury 
subsequently acquitted McFadden of the 
assault charge, and Gonzalez thinks the 
jurors simply didn't buy the police version of

events or their conflicting testimony. "When 
you lined them all up, they all had different 
stories," Gonzalez said. "It was actually pre- 
posterous." 

Fspecially revealing, he added, was that 
prior to trial prosecutors offered McFadden a 
plea deal that would've reduced the felony 
charge - with a potential sentence of up to 10 
years in prison - to misdemeanor probation. 
The prosecutorial ambivalence reinforced his 
perception that there are policing problems 
Downtown. "I've got work every week telling 
me that," Gonzalez says. "[The police] think 
the area can go up in flames any minute, so 
they have zero tolerance and they throw the 
biggest and baddest guys out there and say, 
'Don't take any shit.' ... They're hair-trigger; 
they're looking for something to happen." 

While their criticism might sound predict- 
able, it's not only defendant advocates who 
are skeptical of police procedures Downtown. 
Although they prefer to stay off the record, 
more than one experienced APD officer agrees 
that there's a problem with what they see as 
the police siege mentality. "They're making 
'attitude' arrests," said one. "The law is that 
you have to be breaking the law - and saying 
no to an officer is not against the law." The 
officers appear to be overusing the "failure to 
obey a lawful order" to predicate an arrest. 
"And that's the key," he concluded. "[The 
orders are often] not lawful. They are stretch- 
ing it to make it look like a lawful order" 



Alcohol and Testosterone? 

Austin Police Association President Mike 
Sheffield agrees that there's a problem with 
policing Sixth Street - but he doesn't see the 
same problem. "We've created an environ- 
ment that is alcohol-driven," he said. "The 
number of officers down there for the situa- 
tion is perilously low. You have officers 
thrown into a situation where there are two 
or three officers for [every] 30 to 40 people. 
When a fight breaks out, these officers are 
not in a position to stand by and let some- 
body get hurt." There are a total of 103 full- 
time positions - including the area's com-

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mand staff, patrol officers, detectives, street 
response team, and mounted patrol - that 
are allotted to the APD's Downtown Area 
Command to cover not only Sixth Street, but 
the entire area from 1-35 west to Lamar 
Boulevard, and 29th and Dean Keeton streets 
south to Town Lake. Currently, only 92 of 
those positions are permanently filled. 

The department maintains an 80% staff- 
ing level at all times, says Assistant Chief 
Dahlstrom, and makes up the difference 
with overtime assignments, picked up by 
officers assigned to duties throughout the 
city. (For big events, like Mardi Gras, 
Halloween, or the Texas Relays, Dahlstrom 
says the command is always staffed at 
100%.) "It's a problem that . . . simply needs 
more officers thrown at it," Sheffield said. 
Dahlstrom says he isn't sure that the area 
needs more officers, but admits that any 
vacancies add stress. Sheffield insists that 
the mix of alcohol, large crowds, and few 
officers is a recipe for trouble: "Put a few 
officers into the middle of a group quarked 
on alcohol - where alcohol is the main force 
- and again, we all know what happens, a 
situation like that lends itself to violence." 

But on occasion it appears that neither alco- 
hol nor numbers are a factor in police aggres- 
siveness. "I don't drink, I don't smoke, I don't 
eat meat or drink tap water," says Trevor 
Goodchild. Nonetheless, on Feb. 6, 22-year- 
old Goodchild was busted on the seemingly 
all-purpose charge of "resisting arrest," in an 
encounter with cops outside the old, bumed- 
out Black Cat Lounge. Goodchild says he was 
sitting on the sidewalk, against the building's 
boarded-up facade, playing his guitar around 



9pm when four cops approached and told 
him to stop playing his guitar or face arrest. "I 
said, 'You can't take me to jail for playing 
guitar' The one cop turned to me and said, 'I 
bet I can.'" Goodchild says that without any 
verbal order, like "Put the guitar down," the 
cops snatched his instrument, and when he 
"reflexively" reached for it, they tackled him 
and drive-shocked him nine times with a stun 
gun - including several jolts administered 
after he was handcuffed, a clear violation of 
the department's stun-gun policy. The shocks 
triggered his pre-existing seizure disorder and 
left him with a series of double puncture 
marks on his back and on the back of his 
arms. "I was crying; I felt like I'd gotten 
mugged," he said. "I was never angry, I was 
never violent. I was just confused, and I didn't 
know what was going on." 

Goodchild has complaints pending with 
the city's Office of the Police Monitor and 
with APD Internal Affairs and is preparing to 
defend himself on the resisting charge; he 
insists that it was the officers' actions - 
which he calls "provocative" - that deter- 
mined the course of the encounter 



Slow Hands 

A majority of the department's use-of- 
force reports, which officers are required to 
complete any time a person makes "consis- 
tent and repetitive" complaints of pain after 
an encounter with police, come from the 
city's Downtown district, says Dahlstrom - 
as do a large number of citizen complaints 
about the police use of force. Neither cir- 
cumstance is surprising in the unique envi- 
ronment of Sixth Street, he says. For exam- 
ple, unlike other parts of the city where 
police patrol larger areas by cars, the police 
presence Downtown is concentrated and 
patrolled on foot or on bike. As a result, 
officers are able to respond immediately to 
altercations - a common occurrence on the 
street, especially after the bars close. "On 
[regular] patrol, if you get a [fight] call, by 
the time you get there, everyone is already 
worn out and the officers most likely won't 
have to get involved," he says. "On Sixth 
Street, you're there within 30 seconds of 
when the fight started, and they still have a 
lot of vinegar in them." Indeed, during the 
single year that Dahlstrom spent as a ser-

geant on Sixth Street, he was involved in as 
many fights as he had been over the course 
of 17 years on other patrols. 

Dahlstrom says the department is focused 
on verbal "de-escalation" training and, con- 
trary to certain perceptions. Sixth Street 
officers typically use a softer hand, giving 
ample warning before taking action to 
enforce various laws - including city ordi- 
nances, like those related to noise or to sit- 
ting on the sidewalk. Mayor Wynn agrees, 
and adds that according to police statistics, 
Austin's Downtown is the safest area in the 
city. "I really do think it is a matter of per- 
ception and the individual spot that one 
comes from," he said. "I go down there, not 
as the mayor, [and] I see a lot of leniency 
going on, honestly." Wynn also believes that 
it is the size of the crowds that influences 
police decisions. The police "are so out- 
numbered that anything starting to brew, 
they try to nip it in the bud," he said. 
"That's where the complaints arise or where 
people's perceptions [come from]."

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Open With Words 

But many visitors who frequent the street 
insist the problem isn't simply one of per- 
ception. On the contrary, they say, there is a 
yawning disconnection between the users 
and the patrollers of the street, exacerbated 
by the large number of young officers 
assigned to the police it. Jim Harrington, 
executive director of the Texas Civil Rights 
Project, says the high-energy and often ram- 
bunctious entertainment district is the kind 
of "place where, in my view . . . you should 
have your veteran officers - well-trained and 
more mellow - who know how to roll with 
it and not start fights." According to the 
APD, the 92 officers assigned to Downtown 
range in experience between two and nearly 
30 years - but most of the more veteran 
officers are assigned duties other than patrol. 
And the largest single group of Downtown 
patrol officers - 25 - has four years of expe- 
rience with APD. 

Length of tenure is not an issue, counters 
Dahlstrom. The department does not assign 
rookies Downtown, he says. "We're not 
going to train a rookie in those crowds." 
Still, he notes that overall APD is a young 
department. "I'm not sure how we compare 



to others, but we are ... very young. But 
every month that goes by, we get a little 
more senior," he says. "I'll take a four-year 
officer any day of the week. Seriously, four- 
year officers are good officers." 

But they may not have the level of experi- 
ence it takes to maintain a consistent calm 
in an environment that is often chaotic. 
With the recent introduction of stun guns, 
which nearly every patrol officer now car- 
ries, there is anecdotal evidence that the 
level of force used to manage crowds on 
Sixth Street has actually risen. Police Monitor 
Ashton Cumberbatch says the office's statis- 
tician resigned last year and the position 
hasn't yet been filled, so there is no set of 
hard data for 2004. But he estimates that 
the office received "a little over 400 com- 
plaints" in 2004, roughly the same as in the 
year before, with no "significant" rise in 
complaints in any of the city's police sec- 
tors. He is also "certain that . . . Taser use is 
up; therefore, the number of complaints 
about Tasers will be up." 

Cumberbatch has some concerns about 
how the stun guns are being used, and his 
office has been working with the APD as the 
department reviews the policies governing

their use. Goodchild, Bledsoe, and others 
believe that the introduction of the stun guns 
has allowed Sixth Street police often to 
bypass verbal communication altogether and 
to rely on their new weapon to maintain con- 
trol. Bledsoe notes that nationally, stun gun 
use has come under fire. (See "Tasers and the 
APD" below) "Tasers actually have been 
shown recently to be considered deadly 
force," said Bledsoe. "[I've] seen cases where 
[the police] use them much too quickly. ... It 
does mean a different kind of force. I think it 
is excessive force." Cumberbatch says he 
doesn't know if the new weapons have 
caused any increase in force, especially 



Downtown, but he wants to find out. 
"Sometimes you get so infatuated with a new 
toy that you forget that there are other ways 
to control." Cumberbatch recalls that not 
long ago he heard one APD commander 
"remind an officer that Tasers are not the first 
line; that begins with the mouth." 

Like many police across the country, 
Dahlstrom says that he thinks stun guns 
have actually helped to reduce the number 
of injuries to both officers and citizens. Stun 
guns are "much safer than hand-to-hand" 
confrontations, he said, and the mere threat 
of a stun-gun is usually all it takes for an 
officer to "gain compliance."

In March 2004, the Austin Police Department acquired 
730 new X26-model Taser International brand electro-shock 
weapons. (The department already had 144 of the older- 
model 1VI26 Tasers, which were redistributed among officers 
in specialized units - like homeland security detail - once 
the newer weapons were in use.) According to Chief Stan 
Knee, the supposedly less-than-lethal weapons should help 
reduce injuries to officers and suspects and, most impor- 
tantly, reduce the number of officer-involved shootings. 
Although police use of lethal force is rare. Knee's plan to 
arm officers with electro-shock weapons was an integral part 
of rebuilding police-community relations in the wake of the 
highly publicized and widely criticized Eastside police shoot- 
ings of Sophia King in 2002, and Jessie Lee Owens in 2003. 
Initially, the plan was applauded by those who considered it 
a positive step toward police-citizen peace after several 
months of hostility. 

Now it appears the Taser honeymoon is over. 

Electro-shock weapons (Tasers are the most well known) 
function in various ways. Tasers shoot a pair of metal darts 
two inches deep into a person's clothing or skin from as far 
away as 25 feet, delivering a low-watt, 50,000-volt shock of 
electricity lasting five seconds (or longer, if the officer keeps 
a finger on the trigger). The shock overrides the body's cen- 
tral nervous system, causing uncontrollable muscle contrac- 
tions. The device can also be used as a contact weapon at 
close quarters, delivering a similarly powerful but localized 
jolt in its "drive stun" mode. A version of the weapon was 
first introduced in the Seventies, but it's only within the last 
decade that the weapons have become popular law enforce- 
ment tools - nationwide, about 7,000 law enforcement agen- 
cies currently use electro-shock weapons. 

Since 1998, Taser International, the Scottsdale, Ariz.- 
based company that is the current sales leader in electro- 



shock weapons, has equipped approximately 135,000 law 
enforcement and corrections officers with the weapons, 
which the company says have been deployed in 55,000 police 
confrontations. According to Taser International, the weapon 
is safe and reduces injuries and instances of lethal force. 
And according to a Feb. 10 memo from Chief Knee to the 
mayor and city council, in the first six months of 2004, offi- 
cer injuries decreased by more than 50% over the same time 
period in 2003 and injuries to arrest suspects dropped 46%. 

Nonetheless, both the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference and Amnesty International have called for a 
national moratorium on the weapon, reporting that since 
1999, at least 80 people in the U.S. and Canada have died 
after being shocked. In at least 12 of those cases, medical 
examiners listed stun-gun shock as a factor that directly 
contributed to the death. Taser International and the weap- 
on's numerous police supporters dispute that tally, arguing 
that the deaths were not caused by the weapon, at least 
directly, but were instead the result of underlying heart prob- 
lems or the effects of drug use. Nonetheless, both the 
Scottsdale and Las Vegas PDs have since decided against 
requiring their officers to stun one another during electro- 
shock weapon training, reportedly because of concerns 
about officer injuries. 

In November, Al reported that "far from being used to avoid 
lethal force, many U.S. police agencies are deploying Tasers 
as a routine force option to subdue noncompliant or disturbed 
individuals who do not pose a serious danger to themselves 
or others. In some departments, Tasers have become the most 
prevalent force tool." Indeed, even the 20,000-member Inter- 
national Association of Chiefs of Police has urged all law 
enforcement agencies to review their electro-shock policies. 

Locally, the activist organization Austin Spokescouncil has 
undertaken an anti-Taser campaign, in an effort to end the 



weapons' further deployment by APD. Late last month, the 
City Council indefinitely postponed plans to buy another 90 
Tasers at a cost of $75,000, while Knee performs a review 
and revision of APD's stun-gun policies. Under the current 
policy, electro-shock weapons may be used to control a 
"dangerous or violent" suspect whenever deadly force does 
not appear "justified" or "necessary," or when an attempt to 
subdue a suspect by "other conventional tactics has been, or 
will likely be ineffective." The policy forbids shocking individ- 
uals who are already handcuffed or are only demonstrating 
"passive resistance" to arrest. 

On Dec. 28, Knee reported that Assistant Chief Rick Coy 
had issued a new directive to all APD commanders, with 
additional Taser-use guidelines - including limiting the num- 
ber of officers who deploy the weapon on a suspect to "only 
one officer at a time," and warning officers that "Tasers may 
be a source of ignition for individuals immersed in flamma- 
ble substances," like pepper spray. Critics of the department 
allege that APD officers have used their Tasers to subdue 
individuals who pose no physical threat and have only dem- 
onstrated verbal noncompliance with police requests. But 
Assistant Chief Robert Dahlstrom says that APD officers 
don't just "walk up and tase" people, "which is what the 
critics might say." Tasers are "much less intrusive" than 
other methods of force, Dahlstrom said, like police batons, 
or "fistfights." 

Austin Human Rights Commission Chair Bill Hale says 
the AHRC also has some concerns about electro-shock 
weapons and APD use of force. The commission voted unan- 
imously to review APD force policies and plans to hold a 
public hearing (tentatively scheduled for April) to allow citi- 
zen response on force policies and procedures, as well as 
related citizen testimony on instances where police force 
may have been misused. - J.S.

Nurturing vs. Confrontation 

It is precisely the police focus on "gaining 
compliance" that concerns some Downtown 
stakeholders, who argue that a siege mental- 
ity or establishing dominance translates to 
overzealous, zero-tolerance enforcement on 
Sixth Street, and cops losing sight of the big- 
ger picture - of how their actions, for exam- 
ple, affect the city's reputation and therefore 
its economics. "They treat [Sixth Street] as an 
issue, as a problem to be dealt with as 
opposed to an asset to be managed, and their 
decisions flow from that mindset," said Jerry 
Creagh, a longtime Sixth Street property 
owner and associate with Southwest Strategies 
Group. "They are aggressive with people who 
only need a gentle nudge." Creagh and many 
others point to the policing of New Orleans' 
French Quarter as an example of officers who 
appear to understand the bigger picture and 
are "trying to make sure [that visitors] have a 
good, safe time." 

NOPD Capt. Marlon Defillo says that is 
the mission of the police in New Orleans' 
Eighth District, who are assigned to patrol 
the eight-block-long Bourbon Street 
Promenade. The NOPD stresses the impor- 
tance of strong relationships with the 
Quarter's residents and businesses, and 
maintains a diverse contingent of between 
eight and 10 patrol and two or three mount- 
ed officers that is a mix of old and young 
officers. "The older officers bring a little bal- 
ance," Defillo says. Beyond that, the officers 
are trained to relax. "One of the biggest 



things is to have a high tolerance," he said. 
"We recognize that people come to the 
French Quarter to drink alcohol and that 
occasionally they become rowdy. If they don't 
pose a threat to anyone, we let it go. There is 
a lot of discretion and we have a lot of confi- 
dence in [our officers] to do the job." Defillo 
said that the Quarter cops generally take 
action only when a person is "continuously 
trying to aggravate," or is so intoxicated that 
they "are a threat to themselves and others." 
And when that happens, he said the No. 1 
rule is to "extract" the problem. "We take the 
problem away from the crowd," he said. "In 
New Orleans, we find that if you have [to 
deal with problems within a large crowd], 
then it exacerbates the problem." 

There are undeniable differences between 
Bourbon Street and Sixth Street - notably, 
the Quarter is regularly packed with a wide 
demographic variety of tourists, while Sixth 
Street, in the main, is populated by young 
college students. But many people in Austin, 
including several veteran APD officers, think 
that city officials and APD administrators 
could learn a thing or two from the way the 
Bourbon Street officers approach their task. 
In Austin, police "want to make Sixth Street 
comply with the rest of the city, instead of 
approaching it as a unique situation," 
observes one officer "We have to change the 
tolerance from church to Sixth Street. That's 
why [people] go there, to tune out." 

The competing mentalities cause prob- 
lems that can only be fixed by clear direc- 



tion from the APD's Fifth Floor administra- 
tion. "We've got to take the department's 
general orders and tweak [them] to say that, 
in this district, there is a looser expectation 
for the enforcement of misdemeanors," said 
one officer "Now, if [the officers see some- 
thing and] don't take action, it's dereliction 
of duty. They're scared of the Fifth Floor in 
general, so they've got to see something 
from the Fifth Floor" that tells them what to 
do. However it is accomplished, Creagh said 
it's clear that something must change. 
"Police need to understand that what is 
good for the visitors and the patrons is good 
for Downtown, and what is good for Down- 
town is good for all of Austin," he said. "We 
need to take care of those patrons; we need 
nurturing instead of confrontational atti- 
tudes. If we treated the high tech industry 
the way we treat the visitor industry, we 
never would've had a high tech industry." 

A Better Way 

Despite the disagreements about the 
experience of officers on Sixth Street, the 
use of force, and the general suspicion that 
many of the officers appear unable to see 
how their actions may contribute to the 
larger perceptions of the city, there's one 
thing that almost everyone does agree on: 
the need for specialized training in policing 
the city's entertainment districts. Yet while 
everyone recognizes that Sixth Street is a 
unique policing environment, there is no 
correspondingly unique training at the acad- 



emy. "It is a specialized mission with zero 
formal training," says Sheffield. "Officers 
down there find a way, they develop their 
own techniques, and that's not to say that's 
wrong at all," he says. But it doesn't make 
for standardized or consistent practice. 

"There is no training to learn how to do" 
the job, echoes union Vice-President 
Wuthipong (aka "Tank") Tantaksinanukij, and 
that forces Downtown officers to learn "off

one another" For example, he said that when 
he picks up overtime on Sixth and finds him- 
self working with officers that are green to the 
environment, he makes an effort to pass on 
advice. "I tell them, rule number one: Do not 
run to a fight" - because when an officer runs, 
people follow, which can lead to a situation

Two Hours a Day

There's a lot of fear going around, and with 
good reason. And a lot of paralysis - people 
who see the trouble we're in, but are too 
depressed to act. A lot of folks just stick their 
heads in the sand, not wanting to know any- 
thing more, hoping that, if they just mind their 
own business, sooner or later everything will 
be all right. When writers like me pile on facts 
to demonstrate just how much trouble we're 
in, a not uncommon response is: "But surely 
there's hope. Show us the hope!" I answer: 
''You're the hope. Your response is the hope. If 
you're not the hope, there is no hope." "But 
what can I do? What can we do?" 

Ah ... doing. There's the rub, as the poet 
says. What kind of doing, and doing what? 

First I should admit I have a negative reac- 
tion to the word "hope." As it says in the Tao 
Te Ching, "Hope is as hollow as fear" But 
I do believe in possibility. One thing in life 
is certain: The unexpected always happens. 
Sometimes it's best to wait for possibility, wait 
for the unexpected - not in fear and paralysis, 
but in readiness, alertness. Sometimes it's best 
to do, even a little something, to make a space 
in which the unexpected can show up. And 
sometimes you just gotta do. The difference 
between having problems and being in trouble 
is: You can think your way out of a problem, 
but you have to do something about trouble. 

How do these musings apply politically at 
this moment in America's history? 

First, there is the fundamental doing of 
swallowing one's fear and facing just how 
much trouble we're in. Stacking federal courts 
with fanatical far-right judges means trouble 
for a generation. A Congress that allows busi- 
ness lobbies to write our laws means bad 
trouble for working families. Allowing the 
CIA to kidnap whom it chooses and ship 
them for interrogation to countries that prac- 
tice torture "without case-by-case approval 
from the White House or the State or Justice 
Departments" (The New York Times, March 6) 



- that guts the Bill of Rights, and without the 
Bill of Rights we've got nothing but trouble. 
PATRIOT Act I and the pending PATRIOT Act 
II - more such trouble. Education forced to 
conform to religion, and a public education 
system that produces an ignorant citizenry 

- terrible trouble. "According to a National 
Governors Association report, four in 10 pub- 
lic school graduates are unprepared for college 
or jobs beyond entry level" (The Week, March 
4). That's 40% of our public-ed kids in deep, 
deep trouble. Reports that the Army, Marines, 
and National Guard have been unable to fill 
recruitment quotas, while our soldiers are 
overworked in Iraq and the White House 
makes noises about Iran - that's a draft, 
sure as hell, and big trouble for our kids. 
(According to a recent Rolling Stone article, 
the plan is to draft females as well as males, 
ages 18 to 33.) Letting the deficit bulge and 
the dollar drop, until countries that hold our 
paper muse openly on the instability of our 
economy and the insecurity of U.S. invest- 
ments - if they stop musing and start doing, 
our economy will be in major trouble. Gas 
prices rising wildly on gas-dependent citizens 
debted-out to the max, with nowhere to turn 
if interest rates rise sharply, and little or no 
savings to fall back on - that's more trouble 
than most families can bear Voting machines 
that leave no paper trails, elections that can no 
longer be depended upon - oh yeah, trouble. 
And the cherry atop this poisonous sundae: 
taking no steps whatever to deal with cli- 
mate change and its possibly drastic outcome 

- which may turn out to be trouble on a scale 
we can barely imagine. 

After facing such facts, a second difficult 
"doing" is necessary - call it "the doing of 
perspective." Trends, no matter how forceful, 
always change. Paradigms always molt. That is 
the nature of things. The momentum of the far 
right can't last and is not all-powerful. Their 
plan to dismantle Social Security has stalled. 




Recent polls show Americans increasingly 
frightened of our national debt. Conservative 
Utah is fighting the phony No Child Left 
Behind mandates. This month. Tiffany Muller, 
the first openly gay officeholder in Kansas, suc- 
cessfully fought off a rabidly anti-gay challenge 
to her seat on Topeka's City Council. Britain's 
magazine The Economist (March 5), citing the 
instability of our housing bubble, strongly sug- 
gests that now Americans would do better to 
rent than buy houses. Trends, big and little, 
change. For better or worse. Which is where 
you come in. The point of perspective is: not to 
be hypnotized by the seeming power of what 
is. Right in front of you, in your space, there's 
the power to do something about all this - the 
power to push the inevitable change toward 
the better. 

Which invokes a tough third kind of doing 
- asking a question that, when I asked it of 
myself, made me very uncomfortable: How 
much time are your convictions worth? Two 
hours a day? One? Two a week, a month? A 



vote every four years? How much time is it 
worth to you to live in a free and just country? 
On the answer to that question the future of 
the United States depends. Donating money to 
causes is fine and necessary, but it doesn't get 
you off the hook; active human energy is what 
generates change. How much time is it worth to 
you, to live in a free and just country? I figure: 
two hours a day. Minimum. (If you're poor and 
have children - one hour. If you're working 
three jobs - a half-hour What can you do in a 
half-hour? Make a few phone calls.) 

You're too busy for that? And you're asking 
me about hope? 

Conviction without action is mere sentiment. 
History is not a spectator sport. You may let 
other people decide your fate because you're 
"too busy" to decide it for yourself, but you'll 
eventually participate, if only as flotsam swept 
away by the next historical wave. The pity of 
it is that your children - and they're all your 
children - will be swept away with you. Those

the tsunami surge toward them on the beaches 
of the Asian Pacific - there's never been a more 
apt metaphor of what's about to happen to us, 
if we're "too busy." You're the solution, you're 
the hope. If you're not, there is no hope. As the 
Tao Te Ching puts it: "The journey of a thousand 
miles starts from beneath your feet." 

Two hours a day. OK, one. If you fail to do 
that, and the world falls apart around you, you 
can't blame anybody but yourself. If you do 
that and the world crumbles anyway, you'll at 
least know you did what you could. You gave it 
your attention. You didn't chicken out. That's 
more than a little. That's a great deal indeed. 

The fourth way of doing: 

How does a movement start, and how does 
a movement work? What is a "movement"? It's 
what the word implies: motion. A movement 
like that associated with Martin Luther King 
was not a lot of people following one man. 
Groups of individuals, acting locally, leading 
themselves, created the environment in which 
leaders like King and others emerged. It doesn't 
start with a leader It starts with you. It starts 
with people getting together with others whom 
they trust, discussing what they think the prob- 
lems are, focusing on an issue, deciding upon 
an action. Grandiosity has no place in this. 
"The journey of a thousand miles starts from 
beneath your feet." 

It might mean seven of you in a room decid- 
ing that one of you should get off your duff and 
run for local office (school board, city council, 
planning commission) - and that all of you 
work toward his/her election. It might mean 
that, as a group, you volunteer your services 
to tutor endangered kids - present your bona 
fides to a church in a dicey neighborhood and 
offer a program to aid their children. Teach 10 
failing kids how not to fail and you'll have done 
something in this world. (A group I participat- 
ed with in the mid-Sixties, East Harlem Action 
Committee, did such things very effectively.) 
It might mean many things. You can't wait for 
anybody else to figure it out for you. You get 
together with people you trust and you figure 
it out yourselves. Bite off a chunk of the trouble 
for yourself. There is no hope without you. 
There is no solution without you. Unless you 
get into motion, there will be no movement. 

Trends change. Depend on it. Individuals 
who have put themselves in motion, within 
or without a movement, will have garnered 
the experience to instigate and influence 
the change. 

In the words of someone who never gave in, 
Dorothy Day: "The work is as basic as bread." ■

Lisa Scheps has a dream. She started out as an actor, 
just one year removed from high school, moving from 
Houston to New York at the ripe old age of 18.

So 
the next thing you know - because he's a real estate agent 
in his day job - he was showing me all these properties. 
And I bought this building." That would be the one at 
1204 Cedar, which now houses Austin's newest theatre 
company, play! Theatre Group. 

"The people in the Austin theatre community have wel- 
comed me with open arms. All the theatres on the Eastside 
have been really, really wonderful. Bonnie Cullum [at the 
Vortex] and all the folks at Rude Mechanicals and Blake 
Yelavich [at Arts on Real] and everyone has been really 
wonderful.

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Killer Choreography 

ELLEN BARTELS BLOOD-SPAHERED NEW DANCE MOCKS 
OUR LOVE OF THE OLD ULTRAVIOLENCE BY KUBtKT FAiRES 



At long last, from that most graceful of 
art forms, a dance inspired by Death Race 
20001 

Yes, that Death Race 2000 (as if there 
could be more than one), the twisted, tacky, 
tasteless, sleazy, exploitative, cartoonishly 
violent, outrageously entertaining, cheap, 
cheap, cheap 1975 cult film in which a 
post-Kung Fu David Carradine, a pre-Rocky 
Sly Stallone, and Warhol Factory alumna 
Mary Woronov race each other coast-to- 
coast, racking up points by mowing down 
pedestrians. A product of the stable of 
B-movie emperor Roger Gorman, the film 
was cranked out as disposable drive-in fare, 
but it caught on with a certain crowd that 
relished the black humor and over-the-top 
mayhem that the film wallowed in, even as 
it criticized America's fascination with vio- 
lence, especially in sports. Rollerball, which 
came out the same year, was Hollywood's 
high-minded take on the same subject, 
but Death Race 2000 is the one that people 
remember - and the one that still gets 
screened three decades later. 

In fact, it was a revival screening at the 
Alamo Drafthouse Cinema last year that got 
Austin choreographer Ellen Bartel think- 
ing about the film. An ad for the screening 
caught her eye: It showed a man in the 
street down on one knee looking over at a 
dark and menacing race car that you could 
tell was seconds away from turning him into 
so much roadkill. "I was so intrigued by that 
photo," says Bartel. "It's funny, my dad is a 
car driver, and I have a certain affinity for 
race cars, and I just love this picture of this 
guy struggling to get up while this car ... " 
Her voice trails off, but it's clear where her 
comment was going: is ready to run him 
down, flatten him, kill him. 



Bartel had in mind that she wanted "to 
do some satirical thing about killing and 
how it's all over the place, and we blow it 
off like it's entertainment." She was think- 
ing along the lines of The Running Man, that 
late-Eighties Stephen King vehicle for Ah- 
nult, but a rental re-viewing of Death Race, 
which she'd seen in high school but didn't 
remember well, proved the big inspiration. 
The tone, the dialogue, even the sounds 
provided a foundation for the dance she 
wanted to make. And hey. Death Race 2000 
was directed by Paul Bartel. No relation, 
but possibly a sign that this was a project 
she was meant to do. 

Bartel the choreographer started KillSport, 
as she calls her dance, by having her com- 
poser, Andy Hadaway, record the audio of 
the entire movie onto a CD. "So I actually 
sat and listened to the whole movie," she 
says, broken into something like 47 tracks. 
"And I picked out certain cues and little 
excerpts from the movie - the stupidest 
things someone could say, like, 'You love 
me because I kill people' - and we inserted 
it into the soundtrack to the dance." 

Bartel wasn't looking to adapt the 
movie into movement, so you won't see a 
black-helmeted analog to Mr Carradine's 
Erankenstein doing grand jettes as he sym- 
bolically runs down another unfortunate 
slowpoke in a crosswalk. The soundtrack 
belongs to the movie, and she uses its dra- 
matic progression to help tell the story, but 
she's developed her own narrative of a com- 
munity in which violence runs amok. "We 
start out as humble, sweet little animals, 
and we have this really cute society, and 
we all love each other," Bartel relates. "And 
we play with these little toy mice, and we 
kill the mice, but it's cute. We have Death 




Race noises going on through that - people 
screaming, bombs going off as we're killing 
the mice. The idea is that we gradually turn 
against each other, and we gradually turn 
more human." When nobody wants to play 
with Bartel's character anymore, she takes 
it out on a stuffed animal, putting a little 
noose around its neck and hanging it. And 
that act turns her from cute, loving wood- 
land creature into a human. So it goes with 
the other characters, pushed by intolerance 
and frustration into progressively aggressive 
behavior, promulgating more cruelty toward 
stuffed animals, until, says Bartel, "our soci- 
ety breaks apart. We go through a bloody 
fight, which is humorous - it's gratuitous 
and we squirt blood all over the place. And 
at the end it's kind of poignant, sort of like 
what did we do to our perfect world? We 
ruined it." 

The choreographer won't deny that she's 
talking about the current political scene 
here. "It's a little commentary on the war," 
she allows, though that isn't her main focus. 
"The biggest thing I'm trying to bring up 
about the war is this confusing thing about: 
Are we protecting people, or are we killing 
people? Which one are we doing? Are we 
just saving the people that we don't kill? Is 
it that those are the good people and all the 
people who happened to die were just stu- 
pid?" The party line on Iraq seems to justify 
or ignore a lot of violence toward innocents, 
but Bartel adds that the culture of violence 



she's satirizing goes beyond the political 
stage to encompass sports, film, Ty video 
games, media coverage, and more. 

The fact that she has a point to make 
made it considerably easier for Bartel to sell 
dancers on all this spurting of fake blood 
and brutalizing of stuffed bunnies. "They 
were like, 'Ohhhh, okay' It's not just Ellen 
trying to do something gross or creepy or 
different. There's an idea behind it. And one 
of the dancers brought it to my attention 
that the fact that it's stuffed animals sym- 
bolizes the loss of innocence. It does, and I 
think that's part of it, too, part of what we're 
going through as a nation." 

Still, all that seriousness is under the 
surface. As presented, the violence goes 
so far as to be comical. "We have yet to 
do it without laughing," Bartel says, "so 
that's going to be a challenge. Everybody's 
having fun and being very playful in the 
process. What's been fun is the fight scene. 
I've never wrestled in rehearsal before, and 
when we squirt the blood - which is really 
blood body paint - the squirt is working 
good. It's shooting really far, all over the 
ceiling. But so much of the show happens 
so fast, one of the things I've got to work on 
is making sure that you can really see it." 

Yeah, you never want to miss that spurt of 
blood. ■

Wednesday night is the night to be at Frank and Angle's for live music played by 
Sergey Vashchenko. This self-styled Jimi Hendrix of the balalaika strums an assort- 
ment of old-world tunes that make you feel somewhere between Italy and Ukraine. 
However, the great New York-style pizza will keep you firmly rooted in the new world. 
Frank and Angle's thin-crust pies come in all the traditional sizes and flavors. The 
Scorsese pizza, with a carpet of pepperoni spread over a homemade tomato sauce 
recipe engineered by the owner's own grandmother, is about as classic as they come. 
For the more progressive-minded pizza lover, there's a pie made with spinach, feta, 
roasted mushrooms, and basil pesto. The menu also offers pasta and salads. Save 
room for Frank and Angle's delicious homemade dried cherry and chocolate chip can- 
noli - a better example of the genre cannot be found anywhere in Texas. The small 
dining room with red-checked tablecloths is almost always crowded with students and 
young couples, so come early to get a table for Wednesday's balalaika serenade.

Spent some time in South Austin last week, and I am amazed at how 
fast things are changing in my old neighborhood! The abandoned office- 
supply building at 515 S. Congress is now a swanky new shopping 
center where the third local outlet for Freebirds World Burrito is set 
to open soon. Just a couple of doors away will be La Paleteria (515 S. 
Congress, 326-9399), selling refreshing Mexican ice cream bars, fruit 
Popsicles, and fruit cups. A few blocks up the hill at the corner of South 
Congress and Academy, construction is under way to turn the former 
auto shop called Doc's Motor Works into a restaurant by the same 
name. The opening on this one appears to be several months down the 
road, based on the look of the construction site. Will Packwood at 7 
(1716 S. Congress, 383-8877) was pleased to report that after several 
months of negotiations with the city, he and partner Sam Dickey have 
finally received all the variances and permits necessary to go forward 
with their long-delayed expansion. They are currently busy with the build- 
out on the new space and expect the 7 Lounge to debut in late April or 
early May. Word is that produce maven Mary Mehaffey's neighborhood 
market, planned for the same 1700 block of South Congress, is also 



moving forward on the fast track. Around the corner, Freddie's Place 

(1703 S. First, 445-9197) inaugurated the outdoor stage on their big 
tree-shaded, creekside deck with the first of many live music shows on 
Friday, March 11. David Garza, Doyle Bramhall Sr., Patricia Vonne, 

and Big Head Todd & the Monsters did the musical honors. Regular 
early shows (5-9pm) are planned, weather permitting, and will follow 
such themes as "blues and brisket" on Tuesdays, washer-pitching 
tournaments on Wednesdays, "catfish and country" on Thursdays, and 
"backyard barbecues" on Sunday afternoons.

Gino's is a dark, cozy neighborhood nest at the 
corner of South First and Stassney that is known for 
its red-checkered-style Italian food, good drinks, and 
the great music that pours from the stage nightly. It 
holds about 90 or so, and the seats are most likely 
to be filled with folks from south of the river; sort of 
a workingman, old-hippies-and-their-families kind of 
crowd, and that's just the way they like it. Everyone's 
welcome, it's casual, the food's good, there's never 
a cover, and the music is top-flight. The menu is a 
cross of East Coast family Italian and Texas road- 
house, the prices are exceptionally fair, and the 
portions are large. Favorites are the ravioli, pizzas, 
pasta with meatballs, lasagna, Philly cheesesteaks, 
and the chicken parmigiana (most of the entrees are 
in the $5.50-$8 range), and there's a daily special 
that runs from 4 to 11pm most days. Georgiana, the 
affable bartender, pours a great drink and dishes 
good dirt, and happy hour runs from 4 to 7pm all 
week long. Mike, the chef, used to be in Johnny Dee 
& the Rocket 88's, so he's got good connections 
musicwise. Tomas Ramirez, Tony Campise, Michael

In its colorful upstairs Atrium Lounge, 
Doha Emilia's serves up a good dose 
of local Latin music along with some of 
Austin's best mojitos, caipirinhas, and 
other tropical cocktails. The room is open 
and spacious, with an ample central bar 
and plenty of tables. The surrounding win- 
dows let the light in and give the impres- 
sion of being inside a huge tree house. 
The atmosphere is lively; sometimes it can 



actually get loud because of the acoustics 
of the space. The stage is small, but there 
is enough room for dancing. The music is 
generally good, embracing many styles of 
Latin music, from traditional salsa and son 
to Brazilian fusion rock and even Spanish 
flamenco. I like to sit at the bar and snack 
on their fabulous Picada ($9.95), a meat 
festival in a basket, comprised of char- 
grilled bits of beef, chicken, chorizo, and 
their irresistible chicharron, with roasted 
miniature potatoes and plantain slices. 
Their caipirinha - the national cocktail of 
Brazil, made with cachaga and fresh limes 
- is one of the best in Austin. I also like 
to drink their signature tropical fruit juices 
mixed with Tito's vodka for a very refresh- 
ing and unique cocktail. Their extensive 
wine list includes many selections from 
Chile, Argentina, and Texas. Doha Emilia's 
provides live music weekly, Thursday 
through Saturday, usually starting around 
8pm or 9pm and lasting until around mid- 
night.

Once 
simply a bastion of beer, burgers, fries, 
and onion rings, Waterloo's four locations 
around town have expanded the fare to 
include hearty breakfasts of omelets, 
pancakes, and migas, and dinners and 
lunches that include fajitas, ribs, catfish, 
and chicken-fried steak. Casual to a fault, 
you order at the counter, grab your beer, 
and enjoy your meal at the nearest table. 
The North Lamar location hosts live music 
three nights a week: For the past five 
years, popular acoustic folk-rock group 
the Hudsons has been performing every 
Thursday night from 6 to 9pm. On Fridays 
and Saturdays from 9:30pm-2am, you 
can catch a wide variety of local and visit- 



And, on the seventh day, enjoy music all day long. Whether 
you prefer a hearty country breakfast in the gospel amen 
corner or tacos and frosty margaritas to the twang of Texas 
roots tunes, Austin restaurants have got you covered. 

Threadgiirs World Headquarters (301 W. Riverside, 
472-9304): Located just a stone's throw from the hallowed 
ground of the fabled Armadillo World HQ, this down-home cafe 
has several food and music combos on the menu, including a 
Sunday Gospel Brunch ($9.95/$4.95 for kids) from lOam-lpm. 
The full country breakfast includes eggs, migas, bacon, sau- 
sage, ham, biscuits and gravy, pancakes, and fresh fruit with 
musical blessings from the likes of the Durden's, the Gospel- 
aires, and the Bells of Joy, just to name a few. Both Threadgill's 
locations also offer live music at least two nights a week. 

Stubb's (801 Red River, 480-8341): Though most folks 
think of Stubb's as a midsized outdoor music venue with 
barbecue, their Gospel Brunch is such a well-established 
Sunday tradition that reservations for both the 11am and 
1pm seatings are a must. A seat downstairs in front of the 
stage will set you back $16.95 while street-level seats are 
$14.95. The kitchen puts out a hearty down-home breakfast, 



as well as a full complement of barbecue to be enjoyed 
along with a weekly dose of gospel inspiration delivered by 
a rotating list of choirs that includes the Gospel Stars, the 
Visions of Light Choir, and the Shields of Light. 

Green Pastures (811 W. Live Oak, 444-4747): This 
stately Victorian mansion was the childhood home of 
beloved Texas humorist John Henry Faulk and has been one 
of the capital city's favorite destination restaurants for more 
than 50 years. The Plantation Sunday Brunch (llam-2pm, 
$28/$14 for kids) is an old Austin tradition: sipping milk 
punch and making leisurely trips to the sumptuous buffet 
while the incomparable Jacque Vilmain plays everything from 
light classical to show tunes to the Beatles plus just about 
any request you can name. The buffet is always laden with 
a bountiful array of appetizers, salads, breads and muffins, 
vegetable side dishes, prime rib, fresh seafood or game, and 
a separate groaning board of delectable desserts. 

Mother Egan's Irish Pub (715 W. Sixth, 478-7747): The 

friendly Irishmen who operate this popular downtown pub- 
lic house welcome a crowd for an a la carte brunch every 
Sunday from 11am to 3pm with the musicians wandering in 



around noon. The menu highlights include Eggs Benedict and 
Eggs Egan, breakfast tacos, and French Toast. The musical 
offerings are in the country/bluegrass vein. 

Alice's Restaurant (14100 Camino Real [Highway 21] 
in Niederwald, 512/376-2782): Chef Walter Schumacher's 
hearty, all-you-can-eat Sunday Brunch (noon-Spm, 
$10.95/$8.95 for vegetarians, $5.95 for kids) is one of the 
best deals around and only a half an hour from downtown 
Austin. Devour one of his gargantuan smoked pork chops or 
a big plate of migas as the music wafts in from the adjacent 
beer garden. This singer-songwriter-friendly eatery has a 
funky old Austin-style charm that we find appealing. 

Guero's Taco Bar (1412 S. Congress, 447-7688): When 
the weather is pretty, there is no better place to spend a 
Sunday afternoon than the lovely, tree-shaded garden at this 
ultra-trendy SoCo Mexican food emporium. Celebrity-watching 
is a prime activity while you sip margaritas and nibble the 
signature tacos al pastor with delicious salsa.

WRITTEN ON THE WIND 



Criterion, $29.95 

A Douglas Sirk tour 
de force, Written on the 
Wind explores the direc- 
tor's typical fascination 
with interfamilial rela- 
tionships in a hold-on- 
to-your-cocktail-hat pro- 
duction oozing with 
Technicolor angst. The 
gates of the Hadley 
mansion in Hadley, 
Texas, do little to keep 

the tortured Hadley family's secrets inside, since 
oil scion Kyle Hadley (Robert Stack) is a nasty 
drunk with a bad temper, and sister Marylee 
(Dorothy Malone) is, in today's parlance, a ho. 
As his best friend Mitch, the rock-solid Rock 
Hudson tries hard to keep ol' Kyle in line, but it's 
like trying to corral a dozen helium balloons. 
When Kyle marries Lucy Moore (Lauren Bacall), 
the themes of lust and greed take center stage. 
Using the charmingly dated device of pages on a 
calendar flying by, we are taken back, and the 
lurid story unfolds: Marylee wants Mitch, but 
Mitch wants Kyle's wife. Kyle behaves badly and 
beats up Lucy because he thinks she is preg- 
nant with Mitch's baby. A struggle ensues, and 
Kyle dies from a gunshot. The death is ruled an 
accident, and Mitch drives off into the sunset 
with Lucy, while Marylee, now the owner of 
Hadley Oil, strokes and caresses a phallic-look- 
ing model of an oil derrick. The men in Sirk's 
movies are somewhat one-dimensional, but he 
savors the female characters, lavishing them 
with loving attention. As Marylee, Malone steals 
the show with her overacting. When her brother 
accuses her of being a "filthy liar," she spits 
back, "I'm filthy - period." With the all-important 
"Gowns by ..." credit going to Bill Thomas, she is 
girded to the gills in over-the-top 1950s couture 
and works the stage like a woman possessed. 
Her tawdry mambo in a flame-colored peignoir 
as her father is dying outside her door is torrid 
and (now) unintentionally hilarious. Malone won 
the Best Supporting Actress Oscar for her role - 
amazingly, the only Oscar a Douglas Sirk movie 
ever received. Lauren Bacall is at her best here, 
too, with her voice like salted velvet; she is the 
queen of the "come hither" look, but always 
remains cool and elegant. 

Extras include the Melodrama Archive, which 
breaks Sirk's career down into three categories: 
his years in Germany, his move to America, and 
the years at Universal Studios, which produced 
Written on ttie Wind, as well as Magnificent 
Obsession, All That Heaven Allows, and the immor- 
tal Imitation of Life. Also included are liner notes 
by noted film theorist Laura Mulvey, as well as 
the trailers for the feature and All That Heaven 
Allows, which are fascinating for the fact that 
they place the viewer and the film in the context 
of the period in which the film was made.

FILM NEWS 

BYJOEO'CONNELL 

Tlie Legislature's $20 million in proposed 
incentives to lure more film projects to 
Texas is emphasizing jobs and aiming to 
boost rural areas as well as larger cities 
like Austin. And, of course, it's all about 
turning back the infidels in Louisiana and 
New Mexico whose similar incentive pro- 
grams have cut into our slice of the auction. 
Early wording has landed in two House com- 
mittees, and it offers a grant per film of a 
max of $750,000 for each $3.75 million 
spent on below-the-line wages to Texans for 
work done in Texas. That doesn't include 
large salaries for directors and star actors. 
To qualify, the projects have to spend at 
least $500,000 on Texas wages, while 
national and multistate commercials must 
spend $50,000 to qualify. In an interesting 
twist, movies that spend at least a quarter 
of their shoots outside Austin, Houston, and 
the Metroplex can get additional bucks. And 



a separate $10 million would be earmarked 
to promote the Texas film industry under 
the proposal with the belief that movies 
filmed in Texas raise the state's profile. 
The one-time (at least for now) incentive 
funds are projected to create 7,600 direct 
jobs and 15,200 indirect jobs each year, if 
the proposal passes. More important, they 
could end the migration of Texas film crew 
and talent to Louisiana, which was high- 
lighted recently when one of Austin's largest 
talent agencies, Jeff Nightbyrd's Acclaim, 
opened a New Orleans office. Film folk 
should do the necessary at the earliest: 
Contact your legislators. 

1^ Heard at SXSW: Luke Wilson, who, 
along with older brother Andrew premiered 
The Wendell Baker Story on South by South- 
west Film 05's opening night, said during a 
press conference for the Austin-shot film 
that he's considering returning to the capi- 
tal city for his upcoming adaptation of Jim 
Lehrer's novel White Widow.

sly critter. Wendell Baker co-star Harry 
Dean Stanton, who chain-smoked his way 
through the press conference, proclaimed 
that "Austin is the cultural center of Texas, 
frankly." Also of note, recent Oscar nomi- 
nee Thomas Haden Church said the ston- 
er comedy Rolling Kansas, which he direct- 
ed in the Austin area in 2003, was sold to 
Comedy Central. 

The untitled Focus Features film 
formerly known as Revolver has started 
shooting at Austin Studios. Joining Sarah 
Michelle Cellar in the cast are Sam 
Shepard, Kate Beahan (the upcoming 
Flight Plan), J.C. Mackenzie (Dark Angel), 
Adam Scott (The Aviator), and Aussie actor 
Peter O'Brien.

THE EDUKATORS 

D: Hans Welngartner; with Daniel Bruhl, 
Julia Jentsch, Stipe Erceg, 
Burghardt KlauBner 
Narrative Feature Spotlight 

While Berlin sleeps, Jan (Bruhl) and 
Peter (Erceg) stick it to the man - by break- 
ing into the mansions of capitalist swine 
and repositioning their furniture and bric-a- 
brac. By day they spout anarchist bromides 
("Fucking petty bourgeois values!" one 
translates from the original German). Enter 
Jule (Jentsch), Peter's girlfriend, who makes 
it personal by targeting a certain capitalist 
swine (KlauBner) from her past. And from 
there the film becomes an agitprop parlor 
comedy set in a cabin in the Alps. Strange 
stuff, and Weingartner has the film on a 
long leash; sometimes it pauses 
to sniff a tree. On paper the story 
sounds farcical - and it sort of 
is - but the film is as much an 
examination of the (im)possibilities 
of idealism as it is a caper com- 
edy, without stepping fully into the 
realm of satire (as in Luis Buhuel's 
Viridiana). It's stilted at times, but the film 
has a loose-limbed charm and ties up satis- 
factorily in the third act. - Marrit Ingman 

THE GRACE LEE PROJECT

Growing up in Columbia, Mo., as "the 
only Asian girl for miles," filmmaker Grace 
Lee felt "proud to be an original" - then 
she moved away and found not only that 
her name was uncommonly common but 
that the associations it carried - "nice," 
"studious," "soft-spoken" - epitomized the 
generic stereotype of the Asian-American 
female. The Grace Lee Project follows Lee 
as she tracks down as many Grace Lees 
as she can, both the "nice" ones and the 
not so nice, and ends up spotlighting the 
lives of people so absorbing in their own 
right - from a pastor's wife to an 88-year- 
old activist to a teenager who set her high 
school on fire - that you easily forget Lee's 
original purpose for interviewing them. 
Her meandering meditation on a name, 
sometimes personal, other times linguistic 
or anthropological, and stuffed throughout 
with little curiosities (the average Grace 
Lee has taken 3.5 years of piano) results 
in a documentary filled with personality, 
humor, and, well, grace. - Nora Ankrum

Bennett, Dylan Sprouse, Cole Sprouse,

Fair warning: Argento's unflinching adap- 
tation of 24-year-old author J.T Leroy's hor- 
rifically troubled life pulls few punches and 
has caused more than a few audience 
members to hit the exits in revulsion. 
That's giving this nakedly honest portrai- 
ture of innocence corrupted short shrift, 
though, and negates Argento's consider- 
able style, which brings to mind Gus Van 
Sant as filtered through Harmony Korine on 
a Larry Clarke meth jag. Reunited with his 
drug-addled hooker mother (Argento, oozing 
vileness like a suppurating wound), 7-year- 
old Jeremiah bounces from perdition to hell 
and beyond as his mother hooks up with a 
seemingly endless series of increasingly 
mad, bad, dangerous-to-know alpha-omega 
males and leaves naught but tears and ter- 
ror in her wake. It's virtually impossible to 
portray real-life human villainy of this level 
without collapsing into a sordid, ghastly 
cinematic mess, but child actors Bennett 
and the Sprouse twins effectively and 
affectingly nail Jeremiah's desperate quest 
for love and acceptance at any price, and 
the film, to its credit, implies rather than 
shows the worst of the worst. Argento, as 
the bleached-blonde emotional carrion, is 
repellent in the extreme, a human car-crash 
of epic proportions, a walking blight on 
mother love itself. With a jarring soundtrack 
by Sonic Youth and expressive cinematog- 
raphy by Van Sant regular Eric Alan Edwards, 
this is the rough trade truth, sour times in 
the real world, and unforgettable.

THE LAST MOGUL

The Last Mogul charts the rise of 
the late Lew Wasserman, the MCA and 
Universal Pictures head who started out 
selling candy in a burlesque house at age 
12 and went on to become "the most pow- 
erful man in Hollywood." Peppered as it is 
with connections to mobsters, U.S. presi- 
dents, and, of course, movie stars, and 
with its colorful lineup of interviews (rang- 
ing from Michael Ovitz to Jimmy Carter), 
it's easy to forget that The Last Mogul is 



simply the story of a businessman. The 
wheeling and dealing that went into bring- 
ing us all those Hollywood classics proves 
fascinating, but the doc's most interesting 
segments recount how Wasserman forged 
Hollywood's connections to Washington, 
D.C., making the entertainment industry 
the influential force it is today. Radio-Tele- 
vision-Film students avoiding those enor- 
mous packets of reading material detailing 
the business side of the industry will 
certainly appreciate this film, as will those 
speculating about how the hell people like 
Arnold Schwarzenegger get to be governor.

When Chimo (Khouas) meets Lila 
(Giocante) in his French-Arab slum, she's 
quick to show off her pubes, which are 
blond - such a commodity in the pre- 
dominantly swarthy neighborhood that even 
her crazy aunt (Edmonde Franchi) likes 
to admire them - and the two escalate 
to what must be the first techno-music 
moped handjob montage in celluloid his- 
tory. (Correct me if I'm mistaken.) She's 
the libertine - a consequence of her 
youthful oversexualization - and he's the 
sensitive guy among a gang of thugs, so 
she's desperate to provoke him. Doueiri's 
second feature bogs down somewhat in 
her attempts to do so; he deals with the 
film's issues (racism and the fragmentation 
of the family) more obliquely, through the 
prism of the relationship, and with a funky 
street-level style suggestive of the French 
New Wave. Though it's at times tonally 
discordant, the film's off-center approach 
works in the final analysis. - M.I. 

MUSIC SHORTS

Put any music (Western swing to punk) 
in any venue (an industrial building in the 
Bronx to a jam band's back porch) and 
you still end up with music that affects 
individuals that affect the world. Individuals 
take center stage in "The Ramones and I" 
and "Sweet Soul Music," as the filmmak- 
ers offer personal accounts of outlook- 
altering bands. The former depicts the 
Ramones as the breath of fresh air they 



were to the music scene of the time as 
well as to a suburban kid in the Seventies. 
Blue Rodeo plays the "Sweet Soul Music" 
encompassing the musical spectrum of 
the "Toronto sound" from Elvis to Townes 
Van Zandt. "Jam Sessions" documents the 
world of improvised music - be it freestyle 
rapping or some guitars and a drum set 

- and finds common ground: Everyone's 
just trying to get off on what's coming off 
the top of their heads. Dwight Adair uses 
festival interviews, rare music and TV foot- 
age, and the down-home atmosphere of 
Turkey, Texas, to honor the legacy of Bob 
Wills and His Texas Playboys. Meanwhile, 
in NYC, Morr Music practices the dying art 
of piano-making, and the eccentric staff 
expounds on the nature of sound and the 
beautiful imperfections of their creations. 
So what's holding the universe together?

PROMEDIO ROJO

We could call this suburban teen sex 
farce "Chilean Pie" - the first jizz joke hits 
within five minutes - but it bears a closer 
resemblance to 1982's The Last American 
Virgin, right down to the subnormal fat-guy 
friend (Sebastian "Berta" Muhiz in the role 
originated by portly schlemiel Joe Rubbo), 
pregnancy subplot, and puke-soaked party 
confessions. If nothing else, Promedlo 
Rojo (loosely translated as "failing grade") 
is proof that Latin American cinema can 
be just as lowbrow as any youth-oriented 
Hollywood extrusion. Those who like a 
clockwork schedule of marlcon jokes and 
gags about inducing abortion with celery 
may be pleased to see the seeds of the 
high school sex romp shifting southward. 
The comic-book motif is cute (and techni- 
cally accomplished) at first, but wears thin 
eventually, and the characterizations are 
dreadfully distateful: Everyone in this movie 
(save Tostado, as the hero's inaccesible 
dream girl) deserves a swirly. - M.I. 

SOMERSAULT

Everyone has already decided what kind 
of girl Heidi (Cornish) is: Like her mother 
(Olivia Pigeot), she's the kind who attaches 
to men for survival. Heidi leaves home and 
consorts with a string of losers in a snowy 
New South Wales resort village, finally 
landing with Joe (Worthington), a townie 
with whom a more meaningful relationship 
potentially emerges. Gracefully and bravely 
acted - 23-year-old Cornish is sensational 

- the film follows Heidi through a somno- 
lent, atmospheric haze, counterpointing 
her moments of teenage wonderment with 
her free fall into adulthood and sexual- 
ity; Shortland mixes film speeds within a 
scene and uses contrapuntal sound to con- 
trast the fairy-tale stillness of Jindabyne's 
lakeside landscape with the rudeness of 
its debauched tourist culture: the apple 
bongs and boilermakers, the hookups and 
hostility toward and within the locals. This 
is a remarkably articulate film, artistically 
and emotionally, with much to say about 
how people connect (or don't).

THE DOCS BOX 

Saturday, March 12 

A wealthy executive complains about his 
taxes; a documentary filmmaker in flush times 
frets about getting lost in the crowd. Diana 
Holtzberg of Films Transit expressed the 
good news/bad news syndrome: "There are 
more documentaries on television than every 
before, more of them are in theatres and the 
DVD companies are picking them up, but 
there are still too many filmmakers out there 
vying for not too many places." Now that docs 
are gaining equal footing, they must deal with 
the issues long faced by features, said 
Michael Baricer, co-president of Sony Pictures 
Classics, who urged filmmakers not to bemoan 
their newfound riches. "Documentaries have 
always had a difficult time in the marketplace. 



but times are better than they've ever been." 
Barker sees the change as a result of a trend 
created when the Sundance Film Festival first 
treated documentaries as equals to feature 
films, the inclusion of doc makers in the Oscars 
selection process, and the heavy support of 
the genre by television outlets like HBO and 
A&E. And the emergence of filmmaker Michael 
Moore as "our own Tom Cruise" doesn't hurt. 
Barker said. Now, the big question for docu- 
mentarians is whether to seek a theatrical 
release or concentrate on television. Micliael 
Galinsicy, co-director of Code 33, argued that 
the critical reviews that spur later DVD sales 
come only with a theatrical release. Panel 
moderator Paul Steicler (Last Man Standing) 
summed up the switch to reality in film and 
television: "Maybe it's appropriate that the 
secret Real World headquarters is right 
across the street from the convention center."

Anyone needing evidence on why the net- 
work sitcom is faiUng should turn on their sets 
next week. Two divergently different comedies 
- The Office: An American Workplace and Life on 
a Stick - arrive on the small screen on different 
networks, with different approaches, and with 
diametrically opposing success. 

The Office has the steepest hill to climb. 
Based on the wildly successful (and bitterly 
funny) original from the BBC, the U.S. ver- 
sion features Steve Carell (The Daily Show) 
as Michael Scott, a midlevel manager for 
Dunder-Mifflin. The paper supply company is 
his self-proclaimed kingdom where he oversees 
a crew of dissatisfied, long-suf- 
fering employees. Following the 
extraordinary Ricky Gervais, 
who created and starred in the 
BBC production (as David Brent), 
Carell has large shoes to fill. Fans 
of the original series will declare 
that Carell is no Gervais, and that 
is correct. To Carell's consider- 
able credit, he does an admirable 
job of bringing his own flourishes 
to Michael Scott. Like Gervais' 
David Brent, Carell's Michael Scott is obnox- 
ious, self-centered, clueless, and incompe- 
tent. The problem is that Michael is entirely 
unlikable. Gervais' David was unlikable and 
pathetic. You didn't like him, you were glad not 




to work for him, and it was 
great fun to laugh at him. 
Carell's Michael is all this, 
except that he inspires the 
desire to see him decked by 
a box of paper And not in a 
Wile F. Coyote sort of way. 
Michael Scott is despicable. 

In the supporting cast, 
Rainn Wilson (Six Feet 
Under) shines as Dwight 
Schrute, Michael's assistant and a major 
annoyance to Jim Halpert Qohn Krasinski), 
a bright young man who should have left 
Dunder-Mifflin years ago, except 
that Pam the receptionist (Jenna 
Fischer) has captured his heart. 
Unfortunately, she's engaged to 
a hulking testosterone case who 
doesn't love her as much as Jim. 

The Office opens with the origi- 
nal BBC pilot script, but moves 
toward new scripts steeped in 
a U.S. sensibility. A very wise 
move. What isn't so wise is fol- 
lowing the original's understated 
performance style that strains credibility on 
this side of the world, even if the cast is sup- 
posed to be playing spirit-robbed drones. Will 
The Office: An American Workplace work in this 
iteration? Given its faux documentary style 




and the mystifying success of lesser sitcoms, 
I'm not betting money on it. 

Which brings me to Life on a Stick. A gar- 
ish laugh track, cheaply set-up sitcom jokes, 
aimless young adults at the center of it all, 
a cute kid and clueless parents: What a con- 
cept! Yet, Stick isn't entirely loathsome. As the 
beleaguered father. Rick, Matthew Glave has 
some of the best lines and delivers them in a 
manner that makes them seem funnier than 
they are. The series stars the unmemorable 
Zachary Knighton as Laz and Charlie Finn 
as Fred, the show's alpha teens. Amy Yasbeck 
plays the mom. Saige Thompson plays the 
surly teenage sister, Molly. Frankie Ryan 
Manriquez (who was so charming on Life 
With Bonnie) plays the cute kid and younger 
sibling Gus. Rachelle Lefevre plays Laz's love 
interest, Lily. Those descriptions fully describe 
the depth of this new series. Like the com dogs

Paul Giamatti enters a hotel room, takes 
out the obligatory Bible and tosses it in the 
trash can. The scene was cut from critically 
acclaimed film Sideways, while a shot of the 
star reading Barely Legal magazine made 
it in, said Thomas Haden Church. Church 
garnered an Oscar nomination for his role 
in the film, but admits the biggest grossing 
movie of his career is George of the Jungle, 
in which fart jokes ruled. "Censorship lands 
where the broadest demographic is not too 
offended," he said. He joined comedians 
Sarah Silverman, Patton Oswalt, Paul 
Provenza, and The Comedians of Comedy 
director Michael Blieden to critique where 
the film industry draws the line in sensitive 
times and where the famed pastry sex scene 
in American Pie lands in the mix. Silverman 
argued with a straight face that the pie scene 
was done "very classily." Blieden said the 
only scene he was asked to cut from his 
film involved a lot of mayonnaise and hints 
of masturbation. The reasoning given was 
the controversy might overshadow the film's 
comedians. "I'm still ambivalent about it, 
but I'm okay with that ambivalence," he said. 
Oswalt said creativity can get lost in the 
mix. "In most films today they tell you when 
the comedic scene is," he said. "There's no 
ambiguity anymore." The marketplace hears 
more complaints than praise about comedy, 
Provenza said. "Anything you like, let people 
know," he said. "Spread it around. Turn peo- 
ple on to it. It's all about the marketplace."

DAN GILLMOR PRESENTS WE THE 
MEDIA: THE RISE OF GRASSROOTS 
OPEN SOURCE NEWS 

Sunday, March 13 

Although some journalists dismiss bloggers 
as self-absorbed weirdos who write in their 
pajamas, award-winning technology journalist 
Dan Gillmor takes a more progressive view. 
As reporters, bloggers are changing the new 
media to the "me" media, among which the 
individual voice is as important as the events 
the blogger is reporting on - typically in 
first-person narrative, but not always with an 
unrelenting focus on navel-gazing. "We used 
to say journalists write the first draft of his- 
tory," Gillmor said. Following the 9/11 attacks 
he realized that charge shifted to the blogo- 
sphere when he read a post from a New York 
City blogger: "'Now I know what a burning city 



smells like.'" That and similar work using text, 
images, shared information, and, more impor- 
tantly, a means to interact, told Gillmor that 
"getting the news" no longer means turning 
on the TV. "News in the past was a lecture," 
Gillmor said. "A we-tell, you-buy system. Now, 
it's changed into a conversation." The power 
over information has shifted from "those who 
can buy and own presses to a more consum- 
er-oriented, grassroots-generated media that 
is cheaper, faster, and transparent." But the 
blogosphere is not without its problems, as 
one audience member suggested when ask- 
ing Gillmor if he thought there was bloodlust 
among certain bloggers whose sole intent 
appears to be destruction. "Yes, it happens," 
Gillmor said. "I think the answer to hear- 
ing speech you don't like is to create better 
speech," he said. "We need more forms of 
media, not less." - Belinda Acosta 

DVD FUTURES 

Monday, March 14 

Welcome to the next battle in the Format 
Wars. With the looming emergence of high- 
definition television (get ready; it's a freight 
train heading for your living room), it's time 
to play the format shuffle. CDs? Gone. DVD? 
Yesterday's news, tomorrow's eight-track. The 
future is HD, so the next step is a recordable 
format that can handle its demands. In one 
corner is Blu-Ray Disc; in the other HD-DVD. 
If the past offers clues, one will dominate, 
and the other will join Betamax in the land of 
failed contenders. Richard Doherty of the 
Blu-Ray Disc Association - about 100 industry 
leaders including Dell, Sony, Apple, Panasonic, 
and Samsung - believes his format will sur- 
vive. Why? Size matters. Not only is the coali- 
tion impressive, but Blu-Ray Discs can hold up 
to 50 gigabytes, while HD-DVDs can handle 
30 gigabytes. So, if it's superior, why the for- 
mat war? The ownership of patents for the 
formats, and the potential profits that implies, 
is part of it. "There's a perception that HD- 
DVD may be easier to duplicate," Doherty 
admits. Cheaper, too. But what should have 
you, the consumer, salivating, is the extras. 
Don't fret. High-definition players/ recorders 
(expect them in 2006) will play your CDs and 
DVDS. But their huge capacities will allow 
space for more options when you purchase 
movies, says Zane Vella of MX Media. Chief 
among them is the ability to choose to eas- 
ily switch between four different angles - the 
multiangle feature now seldom used on DVDs, 
except in the adult-film market. - J.O.

DEADWOOD, TEXAS 

A most hale and heartfelt welcome to Austin, all you 
blue-state-voting, Prada-sporting, Sidekick-tapping, blow- 
sniffing, cameraphone-clicking, deal-making, bootlicking, 
cosmo-chugging, Prius-driving cocksuckers. Our recollec- 
tions of the seven writhing days of utter lunacy portended 
by your early spring sojourn into fly-over country were only 
recently in mortal danger of dissipating like the ephemer- 
al fumes of last night's Wild Turkey. Just lovely to see 
y'all again. 

We're an amicable and accommodating sort down here, 
not at all the ill-informed caricature recently espoused by 
one of your favorite sons, Conor Oberst. This hardly 
strapping lad, who we're willing to double down has occa- 
sioned any number of you of either gender to attain 
orgasmic heights of musical and sexual ecstasy regard- 
less, told a few hundred paying customers at Fort Worth's 
Ridglea Theater last month, "If you came to this show 
tonight, you're not a normal Texan. If you were a normal 
Texan, you'd probably be roping steers and raping Indians." 

So yes, Conor, if you indeed happen to be among the 
scores of gifted troubadours availing themselves of Austin's 
bounty this week, be advised that repeating that senti- 
ment in any number of local saloons will result in your 
sod-busting, square-headed, Cornhusker hindquarters 
being treated like a dirt-worshipping heathen. The rest of 
you, try not to be too distracted by the hoopleheads in the 
"Fuck y'all, I'm from Texas" attire. They don't bite, generally. 

Corpse-feasting swine and antler-impaling conflict reso- 
lutions aside, the similarities between our beloved Eden 
on the Colorado and the profanely Shakespearean HBO 
series Deadwood are striking. Austin's relationship with 
Texas at-large loosely parallels Deadwood 's with its sur- 
rounding territory, as both self-governing refuge for all 
manner of outcasts, misfits, and whores, and preferred 
location for prospectors to seek their fortunes, albeit with 
guitars and keyboards instead of pans and pickaxes. As 
the only city in the Lone Star State where hospitality and 
entertainment are vocational pursuits as necessary, 
worthwhile, and occasionally even lucrative as the medi- 
cal, judicial, or mercantile arts, Austin basks in a vigorous 
creative spirit fueled by its equally vigorous taste for spir- 
its of other sorts. We cherish our numerous and assorted 
vices as highly as any limber-dicked cocksucker in the 
Gem Saloon. 

Owing to this, Austin is often included in the two dozen 
or so sybaritic American locales referred to by some as 
"people's republics" - Seattle, Berkeley, Madison, 
Williamsburg, etc. - where diversity and tolerance are 
supposedly as welcomed and applauded as they are

shunned and scoffed at everywhere else. While our hybrid 
SUVs may be adorned with more anti-administration slo- 
gans than Houston or Dallas, and certainly Waco or Wichita 
Falls, we've got an ample amount of beat-up pickups 
sporting gun racks and "support our troops" magnets; 
the periodic gun shows held at the Crockett Center out- 
draw opera and ballet every time. Yee fucking haw. 

Blue Austin may embrace Whole Foods, Threadgill's, 
and BookPeople wholeheartedly, but the Broken Spoke, 
Whataburger, and Adult Video MegapleXXX are far from 
foundering at the cash register. Country, not indie rock or 
hip-hop or classical, is the most popular genre in town 
by a damn sight; twin Clear Channel twangers KASE and 
KVET routinely dwarf their competition in the ratings. In 
our more reflective moments, a fair number of us have 
even been known to pray, and for entirely different rea- 
sons, "God help us all" is an increasingly popular senti- 
ment in certain quarters. 

The way Gem proprietor Al Swearengen chafes at 
earmarking a portion of his ill-gotten gains for the cock- 
sucking territorial authorities in Yankton, the relationship 
between local saloonkeepers and their governmental 
overseers is currently fraught with tension and distrust. 
Already taxed almost to the breaking point by the city 
and state, bars now face the nearly certain passage of 
an anti-smoking referendum that will handcuff their earn- 
ing potential even further, and may indeed force several 
to cease operations altogether. 

Considering that this once-common habit is now 
almost exclusively the indulgence of those in the service 
and entertainment industries as it is, and that twice as 
many local bars already forbid indoor smoking as sanc- 
tion it, the ban's proponents' eagerness to press the 
issue smacks less of genuine concern for public health 



than it does of an old-fashioned 
moralistic crusade. City Council 
may well reconsider once the rev- 
enue stream inevitably begins to 
dry up, but by then it will almost 
certainly be too late. 

Since our smoking issue won't 
be decided until well after you're 
back sipping lattes at your corner 
Starbucks, much more germane 
to your SXSW experience will like- 
ly be the often hoopleheaded 
activities of local law enforce- 
ment. In fact, Austin's most 
recent brush with the national 
spotlight came last month, when 
popular African-American night- 
club Midtown Live went up in 
flames, and soon enough Austin 
Police Department spokespeople 
were on Good Morning America 
frantically trying to save face 
after an officer at the scene sent 
the onscreen message "burn 
baby, burn" to his buddies. 

This is but the latest in a 
shamefully long line of police- 
minority altercations, but even if 
you somehow missed it, there's 
no way you could have missed 
the fracas that erupted when 
Ozomatii decided to take their 
conga line out onto Sixth Street 
last SXSW and wound up with 
two members and their manager 
checking into the gray-bar hotel. 
Frontier justice is alive and kick- 
ing, so bear in mind your sur- 
roundings, and basically just 
watch your ass. 

Otherwise, Austin is like most 
other places in that trouble is rel- 
atively easy to avoid unless spe- 
cifically sought out, and especial- 
ly during SXSW, there's an infinite 
number of better ways to spend 
your time anyway. With each suc- 
ceeding year, the number of music-related activities both 
day and night grows faster than prospectors heading for 
Sioux country after word of a gold strike. SXSW so domi- 
nates Austin's psyche during March that a lot of people 
don't even know the city is also hosting an NCAA tourna- 
ment regional next weekend, for the simple reason that 
right now next weekend seems as far away as next year. 
The ceaseless torrent of bands and parties and, lest we 
forget, complimentary libations tends to provoke opposing 
reactions among natives: Many turn tail and run to the 
hills, but many more lick their chops, brandish their hang- 
over remedies, and dive in with both feet. 

Like Swearengen fattening his coffers by maintaining 
interests in multiple illicit activities at once, SXSW pros- 
pers more every year because it really can be anything to 
anyone, and everything to everyone. There's room for the 
big labels to manufacture the type of buzz they hope will 
take an act already safely under their wing to gold or plati- 
num levels of success, and for a band unknown to anyone 
outside Travis County to play for a virtually empty room at 
their first day party Wednesday and a full house at their 
official showcase a few short days later. Some band might 
suffer the indignity of a poorly attended, problem-plagued 
showcase only to emerge that much more motivated to 
stick with it, while another composed of members long 
since comfortable in other careers will break out the 
instruments just because friends they haven't seen in 
months or even years are in town. 

There may be a lot less mud and about the same 
amount of whiskey, but SXSW and Austin both mirror 
Deadwood most in that that big strike could never happen 
at all, or it could be right around the corner, but whatever 
good or ill fortune the future betides, you'll never know 
unless you've got a stake in the game. 
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Heroes and Villains 

VAN DYKE PARKS CAN FINALLY 'SMILE' BY GREG BEETS 



Imagine being an artist and living with 
the knowledge that your best-known work 
might never see the light of day. Prior 
to the 2004 premiere of Brian Wilson's 
Smile at London's Royal Festival Hall, that 
knowledge was Van Dyke Parks' reality for 
37 years. 

Begun in 1966, in the wake of the Beach 
Boys' revolutionary "Good Vibrations," 
Smile was going to redefine what a pop 
album could be. Wilson and lyricist col- 
laborator Parks envisioned a modular mar- 
riage of pop, folk, and classical elements 
set against the backdrop of an elliptical trip 
across Americana. Former Beatles publicist 
Derek Taylor spread the word about what 
was afoot, and Leonard Bernstein further 
validated the proceedings on his CBS News 
special Inside Pop: The Rock Revolution. Then 
it all fell apart. 

The other Beach Boys returned from 
tour in spring 1967 and failed to embrace 
Wilson and Parks' vision for Smile. The 
Beatles released "Strawberry Fields 
Forever," and Wilson felt he'd lost 
the so-called "production race." 
Capitol Records grew increasingly 
wary of delays in the album's com- 
pletion. All this opposition sent 
Wilson toward a mental break- 
down, and Smile was scrapped 
later that year, becoming the legendary 
"lost" album in pop music history. 

"1 grew accustomed to the resignation 
that it was a thing of the past," says Parks 
today from his home in Los Angeles. "I 
developed a strong desire for it never to 
be brought up in mixed company again. 1 
was definitely apprehensive when 1 heard 
he was working on it again. That frightened 
me because the whole thing was such a sad 
chapter in his life and mine as well." 

Reducing Parks' prolific career in music 
to his work on Smile doesn't begin to do 
him justice. Parks is a gifted composer, 
arranger, and idea man in his own right. In 
addition to his celebrated collaboration with 
Wilson, other highlights of Parks' extensive 
and varied resume include: 

1968's divisively ambitious Song Cycle, 
which artfully combined snippets of 
baroque. Tin Pan Alley, and psychedelia in 
a fascinating, brazenly uncommercial man- 
ner; co-producing the major label debuts of 
Randy Newman and Ry Cooder with Lenny 
Waronker; 1984's Jump/, a concept album 
exploring the lost art of minstrelsy through 
the Uncle Remus stories collected by Joel 
Chandler Harris; string arrangements for the 
brilliant coda of U2's "All I Want Is You," 
and co-writing "The Take-It-Fasy Trailer 
Park" with Kinky Friedman. 

In fact, it just so happens Friedman 
is visiting Parks the evening of our inter- 
view. "We're having ribs," confirms Parks. 
Naturally, one is forced to digress and ask 
what Parks thinks of Friedman's gubernato- 
rial candidacy in Texas. 




"I like the new motto," chuckles Parks. 
"The first one was, 'How hard can it be?' The 
next motto was, 'Leave no lesbians behind,' 
and one of his advisers said, 'Kinky, that 
won't work.' The new one is, 'A fool and his 
money will soon be elected.' He's a funny 
guy. Very substantial." 

To hear Parks describe how he became 
Brian Wilson's writing partner offers an illu- 
minating vision of the L.A. music scene in 
the mid-Sixties. In David Leaf's 2004 music 
documentary. Beautiful Dreamer: Brian 
Wilson and the Story of Smile, Wilson says he 
met Parks at scene catalyst Terry Melcher's 
house in 1965. Parks recalls meeting Wilson 
through several people. 

"We may have met at a coffeehouse called 
the Troubadour where I engaged, as people 
did in those days, in a lot of quite flexible 
musical alliances," says Parks. "They would 
last from an evening to months, and I met 
many people there. That was where folk 
music was going electric, so you got a little 
bit of all kinds of crowds. It was 
folk goes rock - that's what the 
Troubadour represented. They had 
a bar with a piano, and I played 
there often. 

"In 1963, Bob Dylan came along 
with his record and a lot of people 
started playing guitar At that point, I 
figured I'd better just go ahead and start play- 
ing the piano. You could play a lot of music on 
a piano, and I did. I must've met Brian there 
through various convergences. Danny Hutton 
[Three Dog Night] was another friend of mine 
in the music business, and he may have intro- 
duced me to Brian. But so be it. I knew a lot 
of people that knew Brian Wilson. 

"The first piece that I got to hear from 
Brian was when I went up to his house, with 
David Crosby, who's also said he introduced 
me to Brian. We were at the Troubadour 
doing folk music and stuff. David Crosby 
had asked me to be in the Byrds. I couldn't 
think of that. I just wouldn't do that. I 
didn't want to be a Byrd. 

"We went up to Brian's house, and the 
first thing he played us on a four-track was 
the basic track to 'Sloop John B.' 'Sloop 
John B' of course was a folk song, so it 
turned out that Brian had been somewhat 
influenced by the same things I was influ- 
enced by - folk music and singing and so 
forth. All of that appealed to me and spoke 
very highly of him, as well as his nod to folk 
music at that moment. 

"There were a lot of things about Brian 
that came out of his great curiosity, showed 
he was a man of inquiry and had a discern- 
ing mind and a good heart. Fven at the age 
of 22, when I was somewhat oblivious, I saw 
he was a person of great consequence." 

With the Beach Boys out on tour. Parks 
and Wilson pursued their vision for Smile 
wherever it took them. Parks calls the first 
eight months of their collaboration "monas- 
tic" in nature. As far as Parks was con-

cemed, he was working for Brian Wilson, 
not the Beach Boys. He found out it wasn't 
that simple when the band returned home. 

"I met the other guys and ultimately came 
to collision with one of them," Parks recalls. 
"That was Mike Love. His antagonism made it 
impossible. You have to remember these peo- 
ple all had their relationships pre-established. 
I hadn't figured on working for a committee. 
Condoleezza Rice once said, 'I don't do com- 
mittees.' That's the one thing I like about her" 

Although Parks was briefly summoned to 
the studio to explain lyrics like "Over and 
over, the crow cries uncover the cornfield" 
to a skeptical Love, the battle over Smile s 
artistic and commercial merits was largely 
left to Wilson. 

"Fven though he made his best effort to 
try and get the group to sing this music, 
he ran into their sheer inability to do it," 
reveals Parks. "Perhaps that wasn't so much 
malice as just musical ability, but I wouldn't 
have thought any of that at the time. I was 
simply focused on working on some words. 

"To tell you the truth, I was oblivious to all 
those considerations. A record should sell? 
That was beyond my understanding. That's 
not why we were in show business. We weren't 
in show business as far as I was concerned."

Producers announced in February that they 
were still planning to bring the 3-year-old 
London stage show Jerry Springer, The Opera 
to America in early 2006, despite increasingly 
vituperative protests of religious groups. The 
show features "Jerry" mediating confessions in 
hell between Satan, God, Jesus, Mary, and vari- 
ous biblical characters, complete with a raucous 
audience periodically chanting "Jer-ree! Jer-ree!" 
Reportedly, 300 to several thousand curse words 
are in the script (depending on who counts), 
and the show's Jesus is a pudgy, diaper-wearing 
gay man who is apparently coprophilic (among 
the many alleged points of blasphemy). When 
the BBC televised a showing, it reported 50,000 
complaints, with some physical threats directed 
to the station's staff and their families. 



FENGSHUIIN DECLINE 

In January, police in Hong Kong arrested 
two men on suspicion of stealing a boatload of 
spiritually regarded pine trees, which they alleg- 
edly intended to sell to feng shui practitioners; 
the scheme failed when their boat, apparently 
lacking feng shui's "harmony" and "positive 
energy," broke down. Also in January, the Hong 
Kong company Life Enhance introduced briefs 
and boxer shorts that it says will bring harmony 
by virtue of the dragon on the front (which gives 
balance in this, the "year of the rooster"). Said a 
Life Enhance spokeswoman, "If you have a drag- 
on on your underpants, you will be protected." 

LEAST COMPETENT 
LAW ENFORCEMENT 

Circleville, Ohio, police officer Troy Brungs, 
35, was still on the job in January (though a hear- 
ing on a DUI charge was pending) despite (in the 
last five years) three suspensions, seven written 
reprimands, eight written orders for counseling, 
and three patrol-car crashes. And in February, at 
Ohio's Mansfield Correctional Institution, two 
death-row inmates nearly succeeded in an elabo- 
rate escape attempt that the security supervisor, 
Maj. John Morrison, had been warned about a 
month earlier but apparently had ignored (as one 
of the inmates had been promoted to a trusted 
position two days before the escape). 

CUTTING-EDGE LAW ENFORCEMENT 

A downtown problem in Manila (Philippines) 
is that pedestrians create a traffic hazard when 
many of them rush into the street almost indis- 
criminately to seek rides from passing cars.

for which his parents must pay (group therapy 
weekly, individual therapy twice a week, period- 
ic polygraph tests).

COURTROOM FOLLIES 

• Jimmy Dean Watkins pleaded guilty in 
Fort Worth, Texas, in January to shooting his 
estranged wife to death and wounding her 
boyfriend, and was sentenced to four months 
in prison for the killing and 15 years for the 
wounding. (The jury found that he had acted 
against the wife with partially excusable "sud- 
den passion" after discovering her with the 
boyfriend, but that shooting the boyfriend was 
more deliberate.) 



• "I'm Absolutely Positive": In late 2004, 
two men who had been convicted of rape 
based on confident identifications by the vic- 
tims (Wilton Dedge of Florida and Dennis 
Brown of Louisiana) were exonerated after 
having served 22 and 19 years, respectively, 
before DNA evidence showed that the crimes 
were almost certainly committed by others. 
In the trials, Dedge's accuser had stuck to her 
recollection even after six alibi witnesses had 
come forward, and Brown's accuser said she 
observed her rapist's face up close for 20 min- 
utes and was certain Brown was the man. 

• Train conductor Patrick Phillips, 52, won 
$8.5 million in an out-of-court settlement in 
February with Burlington Northern and Santa 
Fe Railway, which was involved in a collision 
with a freight train in 2002. Phillips suffered 
a mild concussion in the crash, which he said 
then triggered his sudden desire to become 
a serious alcohoUc (leading to his eventual 
dementia), whereas he said his drinking had 
previously been under control. 

PEOPLE WITH ISSUES 

University of Michigan football player Larry 
Harrison Jr, 20, was charged with four felony 
counts of indecent exposure in January, and is a 
suspect in 12 other incidents, after being identi- 
fied by several victims and police officers as the 
man shocking Ann Arbor, Mich., during the last 
half of 2004 in a public masturbation spree. And 
Charles J. Henry, 20, was indicted for indecent 
exposure in Fairbanks, Ala., in February after four 
teenagers said he was similarly enjoying himself 
in his car while parked at Lathrop High School. 
(Henry defended himself to officers, claiming that 
he was under stress and that it was actually the 
girls' responsibifity to avert their eyes.) 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

People Not Sound on the Fundamentals: 
Ronald S. Webb, 22, was arrested for fraud 
in Paris, Tenn., in December after presenting 
a pharmacy with a legitimate prescription, 
to which had been conspicuously added the 
narcotic hydrocodone, in a different color ink. 
And Vincent Festa, 44, was arrested at a Radio 
Shack in Oyster Bay, N.Y., in December when 
he attempted to return for refund a computer 
and about $1,500 in other "Christmas gifts" 
but which, according to poUce, he had loaded 
in his car a week earUer at the same store and 
driven off without paying for.

John T. was a hell of a man 



Dance halls in Central Texas are some of the most famous 
Saturday night palaces in the state. Maybe it's the family atmosphere or 
maybe it's the sweet Hill Country air that makes dancing the night away 
such a pleasure. Start your waltz across Texas at these dance halls: 

Arkey Blue's Silver Dollar Saloon - The dance floor is small 
and crowded, but the bands play to enthusiastic crowds. Don't tell 
the regular patrons who shuffle across the sawdust-covered floor that 
this is more of a honky-tonk than a dance hall. Arkey still tends bar 
and gets on stage with his Blue Cowboys. Open daily with live music 
most Wednesday through Sunday nights. 308 Main St., Bandera, 
830/796-8826. 

Cabaret - On the list of the oldest continuously operated dance 
halls in Texas, the Cabaret was established in 1936. Although the 
music is usually Top 40 country, the atmosphere is rustic honky-tonk.

Everyone who knows the name Icarus knows how his story ends: 
The flying boy fails to heed his father's advice not to soar too near the 
sun lest it melt the wax holding his man-made wings together and so 
plummets from the sky. From this sad finale most of us have taken 
the lessons that: a) father knows best, b) you'll come to a bad end if 
you go higher than you're meant to, and c) flying just isn't that safe. 

Considering that Varekai begins with Icarus' tumble from the 
heavens, you might expect this Cirque du Soleil spectacular to be 
considerably more earthbound than most, reinforcing that idea that 
human flight is a dangerous thing. But no, this show seemingly wants 
to put the lie to that notion, bringing Icarus down in a mysterious for- 
est, then leaping skyward again and again with acts that convey the 
thrill of slipping the surly bonds of earth. Four women dangling from 
trapezes form themselves into living sculptures suspended in space; 
two men twist and curl their bodies around each other as they hang 
by straps to a bar far above the floor; a woman bends herself around 
a metal hoop high in the air; men launch themselves from oversized 
swings and become human missiles, shooting up, up, and away; even 
the man who fell to earth returns to the sky, lifted off 
the ground in a net that he transforms into a second 
set of wings. 

These acts are astonishing, not least for the 
sense they provide of being free of gravity and dar- 
ingly distant from terra firma, but also for their 
extraordinary beauty. The performers strike poses 
that allow you to contemplate and appreciate the 
human form in space - the back when it arches, the 
arm as it thrusts outward, the legs as they fork - 
and they shift position with such elegance that every 
fluid motion is its own dance, its own work of art. Often, because the 
performers are so high in the air and because Eiko Ishioka's extrava- 
gant costumes suggest fauna, you're put in mind of creatures of the 
air, a bird gliding on the air currents or swooping toward prey. These 
artists possess that natural grace. 

Not all the pleasures of Varekai are airborne. The forest, repre- 
sented by dozens of poles, which the animal-like characters climb 
and perch on, swaying, like pandas on bamboo, is hypnotically fas- 
cinating and rich with surprises, as set designer Stephane Roy has 
seeded the floor with holes as in a prairie dog town, through which 
figures abruptly vanish and pop up. A troupe of acrobats in brightly 
colored and curiously bulbous outfits that give them the look of a for- 
est of mutant tropical fruits makes dazzling slides and spins across 





the floor. Octavio Alegria infuses that venerable art of juggling with 
freshness, at one point popping ping-pong balls from his mouth to 
stratospheric heights. Gordon White, as a kind of demented inven- 
tor in this otherworldly landscape, glowers, bellows, and otherwise 
makes like a mad scientist gone native in blasts of amusingly gruff 
comic relief. Broader and sweetly schtickier are the clown duo of 
Jordi Deambulants and Joanna Holden, he the powder-blue tuxedoed, 
woefully inept stage magician, she the powder-blue eye-shadowed, 
even inepter, perpetually-falling-on-her-keister magician's assistant. 
Then there's the apple of Icarus' eye. La Promise, or the Betrothed, 
who first appears as a kind of bright golden winged lizard, but who 
later metamorphoses into a beauty who balances on canes, with Irina 
Naumenko fluidly bending her body into impossible shapes. 

Still, it's the sense of flight that drives this production. You watch 
Anton Chelnokov sliding so delicately and yet so effortlessly through 
that netting and you can sense the wonder that Icarus might have 
felt in rising above the earth for the first time, the sense of liberation, 
of freedom. By the time the acrobats are propelled through space 
off the Russian swings, and you see human beings truly soaring, 
unaided, carving the air like birds, like bullets, you know what Icarus 
felt, what caused him to forget his father's advice, that exhilaration 
of flying. - Robert Faires

Bom Into Brothels: 
Calcutta's Red Light Kids 

D:Zana Briski) Ross Kauffman. (R, 85 min.) 

Winner of the 2004 Academy Award for Best 
Docunnentary, Bom Into Brothels is a devastating por- 
trait of impoverislied Calucutta cliildren wlio are born 
into tine sex trades, yet tine film is also an inspiring 
document about human possibilities and the need to 
strive despite impossible odds. Filmmaker Briski and 
her collaborator Kauffman went to India in the mid- 
Nineties to document Calcutta's prostitution trade. 
However, the more they investigated the less they saw 
since the secrecy of the red light district enveloped the 
sex trade in invisibility once the cameras began to roll. 
What became more evident in this light were the vast 
numbers of children in the district, born 
to prostitutes and facing certain futures 
in servitude to the sex trade. Briski 
begins teaching photography classes to 
some of the children and provides them 
with cameras and instructions on how to 
channel their perceptions into photographic images. 
These children capture the images of their daily lives, 
although their pictures and styles are reflective of 
their personalities and interests. Bom Into Brothels 
focuses on seven children, some of Briski's best 
and most intuitively gifted students, whom she tries to get placed in 
private schools as she claims this is probably their only means of 
escaping the red light district. The obstacles are stupendous, but so 
is Briski's indomitability. The amount of red tape she wades through, 
and the beseeching, badgering, and cajoling she employs takes the 
patience of a Job - or maybe a Mother Teresa. Her travails are a 
reminder of individual responsibility and the need to attempt to make 
the world a better place despite the almost certain inevitability of fail- 





ure. Once a viewer sees these children and their photographs (they 
were made into a calendar one year for Amnesty International), they 
are impossible to forget: children, who for once in their lives, can see 
in their photographs the efficacy of their actions. Heartbreak sets in 
because we realize as we are watching the film that, by now, most 
of these pre-adolescents have been turned out into the sex trade 
and have long ago abandoned their childhood. Born Into Brothels 
manages to steer pretty clear of Western angst about international 
poverty and doomed childhoods. The movie's greatest gift is its abil- 
ity to perceive a world that is not bereft of all possibility, while also 
acknowledging the cruel realities that impede most progress. The 
only outrage is to never have tried. - Marjorie Baumgarten

O GUNNER PALACE 

D: Petra Epperlein, Michael Tucker. (NR, 85 min.) 

It isn't quite the Eagle's Nest, but the 
members of 2/3 Field Artillery (nicknamed 
"the Gunners") must have felt they were 
part of something historic when they moved 
into the weekend party palace of Uday 
Hussein. Not many other units stationed 
in Iraq could call a presidential palace 
- fully loaded with a pool, golf course, and 
stocked fishing pond - their home away 
from home. Documentarian Michael Tucker, 
who lived with the regiment for two months, 
enjoys full access to the Gunners, from 
their poolside antics to the far more sober- 
ing responsibilities of patrolling the streets 
of Baghdad and conducting night raids. 
Gunner Palace begins shortly after "major 
combat" has been declared over and done 
with; if this mostly objective document has 
one point to make, it is that "minor com- 
bat" is an oxymoron. Gunner Palace suc- 
ceeds as a series of snapshots of the post- 
war landscape, in which soldiers are now 
tasked to function as "policemen, social 
workers, and truant officers." One of the 
biggest dangers plaguing them are roadside 
bombs, which can be planted anywhere. 
Tucker's camera watches as traffic is held 
up for 15 minutes in order for troops to 
secure a plastic bag. A soldier shakes his 



head at the ludicrousness of the scene, 
but we are reminded here and throughout: 
What happens when that plastic bag isn't 
just a plastic bag? The answer's obvious 
enough, and indeed, several of Gunner 
Palace's interviewees suffer injury, even 
death. The news of their deaths is shock- 
ing, if statistically inevitable; however, the 
filmmakers somewhat mishandle this news. 
With so many soldiers interviewed, some 
only fleetingly, it's impossible to keep track 
of them all; the name of a dead soldier did 
not register with me, although I'm sure his 
face would have. Gunner Palace has the 
ability to personalize these deaths (some- 
thing the American public, largely shielded 
from this war, has not been confronted 
with), and in this instance the filmmakers 
drop the ball, lending further, tragic cre- 
dence to one soldier's address to the audi- 
ence: "For y'all this is just a show, but we 
live in this movie." - Kimberley Jones

HOSTAGE 

D: Florent Emilio Sin'; with Bruce Willis, Kevin

Poor Bruce Willis. He can't catch a break: 
He keeps seeing dead people in movie 
after movie. In Hostage he plays LAPD hos- 
tage negotiator Jeff Talley, who moves to 
the countryside to take a job as the police 
chief of sleepy Bristo Camino after mak- 
ing a bad call during a hostage standoff 



in which the victims die. Racked with guilt, 
he manages to tuck himself away in his 
new low-crime hamlet, and his frustrated 
wife (Serena Scott Thomas) and daughter 
(Rumer Willis, the actor's daughter) try their 
best to understand. But crime is pesky, 
and it invades the sleepiest of towns, and 
Bristo Camino is no different. The crime is 
a doozy: Three young thugs take a rich fam- 
ily on the hillside hostage and kill one of 
Talley's deputies. Secrets harbored by the 
paterfamilias (Pollak) however, turn this self- 
contained crime scene into a far-reaching 
lollapalooza that puts the lives of Talley's 
wife and daughter in jeopardy. Willis is a pro 
at playing these kinds of sensitive tough guy 
roles, and while his performance in Hostage 
is yet another sterling example of this capa- 
bility, nothing new is added to the formula. 
Director Siri has a stylish eye that makes 
this film resemble a film noir outing, but the 
script (by Doug Richardson) is at first rou- 
tine before growing increasingly outlandish. 
The second hostage-taking makes the story 
unnecessarily convoluted, and the young 
thugs are without dimension. The film gets 
caught up in literal metaphors, like the blood 
on Talley's hands and his slo-mo races to the 
rescue. Willis co-produced this movie, so we 
should take it as a sign of his desire to step 
back into these crime-fighter roles. But with- 
out a bigger infusion of originality, the effort 
is going to die hard. - Marjorie Baumgarten

O STEAMBOY 

D: Katsuhiro Otomo; with the voices of Anna 
Paquin, Alfred Molina, Patrick Stewart, Robin 
Atkin Downes. (PG-13, 126 min.) 

Director Otomo is best known state- 
side as the man behind 1998's anime 
landmark Akira and 2001's equally stun- 
ning Metropolis, but Steamboy, 10 years 
in the making at the unfathomable cost 
more than $20 million U.S., is his most 
personal, and most personable, film. The 
cyberpunk dystopia of Akira, with its roving 
gangs of 5,000cc motorcycle maniacs and 
apocalyptic visions, is replaced this time 
out with an almost elegiac story set in the 
Victorian era, a place and time that's part 
British period piece, all bowler-bedecked 
Mancunian propriety and gee-whiz gad- 
getry, and part Amazing Stories. There's 
none of the soul-wearying cynicism of 
Otomo's previous masterworks, and in 
fact, if anything, the optimistic Steamboy 
plays like an ode to the possibilities of 
the creative act. That act comes here with 
the invention of a device known as the 
"steam ball," a new, mechanical source 
of limitless energy that is at the heart of 
Steamboy, and as always, the possibility of 
using such magnificent power - for good 
or evil - is the crux of the matter. Invented 
by the father and grandfather of Young Ray 
Steam, the steam ball is eagerly sought 
after by the O'Hara Foundation, a sinister 
proto-technology corporation that aspires 
to, well, if not world domination then at 
least a healthy market share in the steam- 
powered doohickey demographic. Chosen to 
guard the device until someone can figure 
out what to do - or not do, as the case may 
be - with it, the invention-happy lad must 
outwit legions of nefarious do-badders in 
what becomes one of the most entertain- 
ingly protracted chase films ever animated. 
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Otomo's storyline is near simplistic when 
compared with much of the indecipherable 
philosophical musings of his previous out- 
ings. However, denuded of any cyberpunk 
philosophizing, the film aspires to and 
achieves a dazzlingly straightforward rush 
that finds its protagonist in astonishing 
action set-piece after set-piece. You barely 
have time to catch your breath after he's 
captured aboard a roaring locomotive (via 
a zeppelin snatch, natch) before it's on 
to the next gorgeous bit of mind-bending, 
Tom Swiftian-adventure, all of which ends 
in a lengthy but genuinely pulse-quicken- 
ing multiclimax that should have die-hard 
anime fans as well as the rest of us gnaw- 
ing their nails to the quick and beyond. As 
ever, Otomo's attention to the most minute 
details of setting and character are beyond 
reproach. If Victorian Manchester had been 
remotely like this, H.G. Wells never would 
have bothered to pen The Time Machine 
- he'd have just stepped outside and into 
the fray. - IViarc Savlov

sporadically at best. He misses 
it, however, and so, with his "I 
Love NY" T-shirt and a powder- 
blue Samsonite under his arm, 
he sets out walking.

inely affecting, as he becomes 
enraptured by the monk's ongo- 
ing tale and eventually comes 
to realize perhaps not all things 
Western are worth their weight 
in dreams. Norbu's film runs 
on a tad longer than necessary 
- traveling at the pace of a 
wounded mule, the group takes 
forever to reach its destination 
and occasionally the film has 
the feel of a road movie that's 
read the map wrong - but the 
Himalayan scenery, majestic 
mountains, and verdant valleys 



are as breathtaking and well- 
shot as one could hope for. 
Getting there, after all, is half 
the fun.

Scorsese's exhilarating rocket of a biopic focus- 
es not on the decline of Howard Hughes (although 
the twitches and tics that finally brought him fully 
into the grip of lunacy escalate throughout), but 
on the man's rise and eventual plateau, his loves 
won, lost, and discarded, and the indomitable 
blue-steel drive that made Hughes Aircraft the 
flawed juggernaut that it was. The film has the 
glossy look and dynamic feel of one of Hughes' 
hyper-aerodynamic aviation prototypes. When 
Scorsese opens up and fires on all cylinders. The 
Aviator captures the seat-of-your-pants thrills of a 
true pioneer. DiCaprio is clearly at the top of his 
game as Hughes. John Logan's script makes much 
of Hughes' mother's-milk fixation, but the pop 
psychology takes a back seat to Hughes' far more 
palatable will to power. This isn't Scorsese's best 
work, but it's a clear return to form after the last 
decade's occasionally self-indulgent stumbles. The 
Aviator is bravura, classic Hollywood filmmaking.

lf[i] g^t Stopped for a DWI, do I have to take the 
Breathalyzer? What happens if 1 refuse? 

To blow or not to blow: That is the question. 
While no one can force a driver to take a sobriety 
test, refusal to give a blood or breath sample 
may carry stiff consequences. 

A driver arrested for DWI on a Texas roadway 
typically faces two separate proceedings - a 
criminal case arising from the DWI arrest itself, 
and a civil case initiated by refusal to submit to 
a blood or breath test or failing the test. 

In a criminal DWI prosecution, sobriety-test 
refusal or failure may be one of several issues in 
the case. Usually the prosecution uses it as evi- 
dence that a driver was intoxicated at the time of 
arrest. Failure is obviously incriminating. Refusal 
may be used to imply that a driver knew he or 
she was too intoxicated to pass a sobriety test. 

The penalties for a DWI conviction reflect 
the state's disdain for intoxicated drivers. A first- 
offense carries the possibility of a line of up to 
$2,000, three to 180 days in jail, a driver's license 
suspension of 90 to 365 days, or all of the above. 

In an ALR proceeding, driver's license privi- 
leges are the sole issue. Refusal or failure of a 
sobriety test invokes a mandatory suspension 
because under Texas law anyone who operates 
a motor vehicle on a Texas road tacitly agrees 
to submit to a breath or blood sobriety test if 
properly asked by a poHce officer 

The penalty for refusal to take a Breathalyzer 
test is an automatic 180-day suspension of 
driving privileges for a first-time offender, and 
two years for someone with previous drug- or 
alcohol-related contacts within 10 years of the 
arrest. The penalty for failing a Breathalyzer is 
less severe, at 90 days for a first-timer and one 
year for contacts within 10 years. 

Remember that this question is completely 
avoidable - don't drink and drive!

CAR TALK

THE CAR THAT STARTS BY ITSELF 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

Our 1990 Plymouth Laser starts auto- 
matically It has happened twice: once in 
the rain in the middle of the night, and 
once in sunshine in the middle of the 
day When this happens, we cannot shut 
it off with the ignition key, and we have 
to pull the ignition fuse. Why does this 
happen? - Randy 

TOM: It might be trying to run 
away from home, Randy. Do you wash 
it enough? 

RAY: This car has something called 
an auto -shutdown relay, and I think 
that's your problem. Rather than 
route a huge amount of electricity 
through the ignition switch on your 
steering wheel, the electricity to run 
the car goes through a relay instead, 
which is safely on the engine side of 
the firewall. So, when you turn the 
key to the "start" position, you're 
actually energizing that relay. For 
some reason, the relay in your Laser 
is energizing itself. 

TOM: On a 15-year-old car, it could 
be malfunctioning for any number of 
reasons. It could be rusty, it could 
have water in it, or it could just be 
worn out. 

RAY: On most cars, the starter relay 
would simply cause the car to crank 
until the battery was dead - which 
wouldn't take long. But because you 
have this auto-shutdown relay, the 
relay can actually allow the car to run, 
as it energizes the coil, too. That's 
what I think is happening. 

TOM: Ask your mechanic to replace 
the relay, and I think you'll be able to 
sleep soundly at night. Randy - and, 
like I do, during the day, too.

Q. Recently I've seen certain oils like macadamia 
oil claiming to provide extra health benefits. What 
are the pros and cons of using macadamia oil? 

A. It has not been very many years ago that 
people were advised to eat nuts only in modera- 
tion. This seemed to make perfect sense at the 
time because of the widespread notion that any 
dietary fat is an enemy of good health. We know 
now that certain dietary fats are essential to 
good health and that it is foolish to avoid eating 
nuts just because of their fat content. Recent 
studies have identified some of the potential 
benefits of consuming a reasonable amount of 
fat, including nuts, in a diet that emphasizes a 
variety of whole and wholesome foods. 

For instance, many fruits and vegetables pro- 
vide abundant amounts of the fat-soluble carot- 
enoids such as alpha-carotene, beta-carotene, 
lutein, and lycopene. These are important anti- 
oxidants that play a big role in the prevention of 
cancer, heart disease, and high blood pressure. 
A recent study compared the uptake of several 
of these carotenoids from a salad dressed with 
low-fat salad dressing to a salad dressed with 
normal salad dressing. A substantially greater 
absorption, roughly 4- to- 10 fold, was observed 
when salads were consumed with normal dress- 
ing than with the reduced-fat salad dressing. 

Nuts are high in fat but also provide cer- 
tain fatty acids and other substances that 
may be beneficial in reducing the risk of 
coronary heart disease. Nuts contain poten- 
tially "heart-healthy" constituents, includ- 
ing phytosterols, tocopherols, and squalene. 
Macadamia nuts are 75% fat by weight, which 
would be worrisome except that most is 
monounsaturated fat. Diets high in monoun- 
saturated fat from macadamia nuts have been 
shown to lower total blood cholesterol and 
raise HDL ("good") cholesterol as effectively 
as the Step 1 diet advocated by the American 
Heart Association. 

Macadamia oil has several good things 
going for it. It has a high smoke point (about 
400°F), so it is ideal for stir-frying. It has 
a subtle, nutty flavor, especially tasty on 
popcorn. It contains about five times more 
vitamin E and more monounsaturated fat 
than olive oil but less polyunsaturated fat and 
about the same saturated fat. According to Dr. 
Fred Pescatore, the polyunsaturated fat helps 
you burn fat faster, increasing metabolism up 
to 10% and thus making weight loss easier. 

Macadamia nuts have long been treasured in 
Hawaii and Australia as gourmet dessert nuts, 
eaten plain or dipped in chocolate. It is excel- 
lent oil for salad dressings or as a substitute for 
butter. It imparts a delightful buttery flavor to 
baked goods. 

Allergic reactions to nuts are fairly frequent 
and can be life threatening. The nuts most 
commonly responsible for allergic reactions are 
those we eat most often: walnut, cashew, hazel- 
nut, and almond (peanuts are not nuts, but 
legumes). Macadamia nuts are among those 
eaten less frequently and are seldom associ- 
ated with allergies, which may make them more 
attractive to people prone to food allergy. 

For most of us the only "con" for macadamia 
oil is price, about a dollar per ounce or about 
twice as expensive as extra virgin olive oil.

Tops May Get HIV Easier Than Thought 

Heard the notion that a "top" - the insertive partner in anal intercourse - is not 
at particularly high risk for HIV infection? That's part truth, part nnyth. Turns out, 
lots of HIV still may be present in rectal secretions despite the bottonn's viral load 
being low or even "undetectable." 

Standard viral load nneasures HIV levels only in the blood. One treatnnent goal is 
to reduce VL, preferably to undetectable (under 200 HIVs per nnilliliter of blood, or 
below "countability"). Yet, previous research is clear: A VL reduction in the blood 
does not result in an equal reduction in sennen or other body fluids. (That's one rea- 
son for still ennphasizing condonn use by HIV-positive guys with undetectable VL 
who nnay think they are not infectious.) 

Sonnewhat like vaginal tissues, the rectunn's nnucosal lining exudes secretions; 
and like vaginal fluids, rectal secretions contain HIV. Until rather recently, howev- 
er, nnedical science didn't overtly address a top's potential infection through anal 
sex except by blood being rectally present, e.g., from damaged capillaries. 
(Nothing new in that: Discussing almost anything related to gay sexual behaviors 
is significantly taboo and politically dangerous to one's funding.) 

Now, University of Washington research indicates that among HIVers in treat- 
ment, the HIV present in one's rectal secretions may substantially exceed those in 
his blood. Even when participants had undetectable VL (fewer than 200) in blood, 
their semen averaged 500% higher VL and their rectal secretions a whopping 20 
times as much. 

In a nutshell, anal top-guys may be at greater risk of HIV infection than previ- 
ously believed. That emphasizes the need for condoms in anal sex, even if only 
the bottom is HIV positive.
